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TAKING ADVANTAGE OF FREE 
ENTRY OF PETROLEUM. 


What are believed to be the largest 
importations of Mexican crude petro- 
leum at this port in the two years and 
more the oil has been entitled to free 
entry have materialized within the last 
few days. Two lots have totaled 47,000 
barrels, or about 2,350,000 gallons, arriv- 
ing in bulk and destined to the Stand- 
ard Oi] Company. These importations, 
together with the recent entry of 6,428 
tons of benzine from Balek Papan, 
Dutch East Indies, to the same com- 
pany, lend greater significance to the 
effect of letting down our tariff bars 
to the petroleum and products of other 
countries, and presents a novel and 
unexpected phase of the practical oper- 
ation of the tariff act of 1909. During 
the formative stages of that measure, 
when the popular, “downward revision” 
issue signaled the removal of the 
countervailing duty on petroleum and 
its products as one of the most respon- 
Sive expressions toward the satisfac- 
tion of this clamor, we had frequent 
Sceasion to voice the sentiment of the 
Petroleum trade of the country against 
tinkering with the schedule then in 
effect, which rested on the equitable 
basis of providing for such a tax on 
Petroleum and its derivatives from fur- 
eign sources as was imposed by the 
Country of origin against our products. 

The of many and 
other interests, individually and 
through organized action, for the re- 


pleas producers 
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tention cf the countervailing duty in 
the mospective act found timely sup- 
port in the potent demonstrations of 
the Mexican fields as an especially 
menacing agent. The competition of 
the Mexican oil was regarded with ail 
the more concern as it was a product 
of a relatively low character and was 
capable of being supplied to a prac- 
tically limitless extent from sources 
more accessible than some of our own 
fields. The tariff makers were ap- 
parently unimpressed by the reason- 
ableness of the arguments for a fair 
protection to the American industry, 
the Payne-Aldrich act gave free 
scope to the petroleum of foreign ori- 
zin. One of the earliest effects of this 
provision was the establishment of a 
Pacific Coast branch of a powerful for- 
eign syndicate and the consequent im- 
portation, of large quantities of naph- 
tha, gasoline and similar varieties from 
the Dutch East Indies, where the out- 
let Was strikingly incommensurate 
with the output. The entry of these 
products upon our extreme Western 
markets has fulfilled a sound econom- 
ical function, for our own supply has 
been none too ample for the growing 
requirements of the lighter distillates 
in this country. 

The fact that the leading American 
concern has found it of advantage to 
bring in at this port by its own vessels 
liberal supplies of Mexican crude and 
Dutch East Indian benzine may be 
viewed somewhat in the light of an 
anomaly, for no one can imagine for 
a moment that in working on the 
petroleum schedule for the _ present 
tariff the authorities foresaw the prob- 
ability of this company finding it ex- 
bedient to avail itself of the free entry 
provision, Whatever benefits might be 
derived from this situation, there is 
little reason to doubt, were expected 
to accrue to any one rather than the 
concern in question. The latter, how- 
ever, with its unusually favorable 
transportation facilities, has been able 
to call into service its tank steamships 
and operate te advantage in the prod- 
ucts of the markets abroad. The ship- 
ment of crude oil from Mexico in bulk 
is believed to have added little to the 
cost of the comparatively cheap prod- 
uct, while the bringing in of a cargo 
of benzine from the Dutch East Indies 
by cne of the tank fleet returning from 
the delivery the company’s illumi- 
nating oil to the Far East was un- 
douvtedly the most logical and econom- 
ical employment of the cargo room, 

Plenty of Mexican*oil is finding its 
Way across the border to the Gulf 
coast region, and New Orleans is re- 
ceiving large lots on short runs by 
vessel. At this port we are advised 
of two recent importations aggregating 
41,539 barrels. These lots are also cred- 
ited to the same company, us the recip- 
ient of the importations entered at 
the local port. So long as the econom- 
ical conditions favor the entry of for- 
eign petroleum and its products in 
competition with our own supplies the

LITHOPONE. 
There is probably no pigment that 
has attracted more attention, in re- 
cent years, than lithopone white. It 


is coming into very extenSive use, not 
only in the paint manufacturing in- 
dustry, where it is employed in the 
manufacture of flat wall paints and in- 
terior paints and enamels for various 


purposes, but it is also largely used 
in the manufacture of rubber, shade 
cloth, oilcloths and linoleums and in

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THE COTTON OIL OUTLOOK. 

Although it is yet too early to predict 
with any degree of accuracy as to the 
size of the coming output of cotton- 
seed oil, there are some facts fairly wel 
known which can be used as general 
indications. In the first place, it 
fairly well known that the cotton crop 
will be tremendous; in fact, will 
amount to between 14,500,000 and 15,- 
000,000 bales. This means, roughly es- 
timating, between seven and seven and 
a half million tons of seed. With these 
figures to start upon, it is evident that 
the production of cottonseed oil can be 
all that the demand requires, can eas- 
ily ke greater than ever before. The 
raw material is at hand and the size of 
the production will be limited entirely 
by the question of demand. 

There are so many considerations en- 
tering into this problem that the best 
posted men connected with the indus- 
iry frankly admit that all predictions 


is 


are guesswork. The price of seed, 
which is an important question to be 
considered by the crushers, will of 
course have a decided influence. Last 


year the cost of seed was unusually 
high, at this time $30 per ton being 
the quotation, and as a result many 
crushers lost money. The price of oil 
cake and meal did not keep pace with 
the cost of seed, and the season was on 
the whole one of disaster rather then 
On that account there a 
disposition this year to crush cau- 
tiously, and although seed is now sell- 
ing in the neighborhood of $20 per ton— 
about the 5-year average for this sea- 
son—there no great rush to bny. 
The government report on the industry 
last year says that 85 per cent. of the 
seed was crushed; well posted men in 
the cotton oil market are convinced 
that this estimate is excessive. The 
total output of oi! last year is esti- 
mated, although the government fig- 
ures have not been published, at some- 
thing like 3,000,000 barrels, and it is 
predicted that the output during the 
next season will be considerably higher, 
probably exceeding 3,400,000 barrels. If 
the price of seed remains normal and 
the export demand continues fair 
as it has been recently, there is reason 
to believe that this prediction is not 
too high. 

Another thing that must be consid- 
ered is the price of cotton. With the 
staple selling about 9 cents there will 
be a general Cisposition on th® part 
of the planters to hold their crops. 
The cost of producing cotton has grad- 
ually increased with the advance in the 
cost of labor and ‘general high rate of 
living, until there is a very small mavr- 
gin of profit on the 9 cents basis. The 
condition of the textile industry at the 
moment does not encourage the hope

agency | for much advance, and so there is every 


reason to believe that the crop will be 
marketed slowiy. It is not practicable, 
however, for the farmer to hold both 
his cotton and his seed. The latter will 
be sent to market while the former 
waits for hetter prices. There is every 
reason, therefore, to expect seed to be 
cheaper rather than higher, and this 
is an encouragement to the crusher. 

On the other hand, the promise of 
the future is that there will be an ex- 


cellent export demand for cotton oil, 
cake and meal. In Europe other vege- 
lable oils are high—higher than the 


ordinary comparison with cottonseed 
eil. Both in Europe and in this coun- 
try lard is expensive, hogs are high- 
priced and corn is not cheap. The price 
of lard is the dominating influence in 
the cotton oil market. The demand in- 
lard and its products ad- 
There should be a good mar- 
these conditions, both at 
home and abroad for cotton oil. For 
the other products, cake and meal, 
there should be an excellent demand. 
While in this country the fall rains and 
late coming of winter have kept the 
pasturage excellent, the general prices 
of dry feeds are high and the demand

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Drought, unusually hot weather and 
other unseasonable conditions have 
practically stripped the country of 
feedstuffs. The demand for cottonseed 


meal is already excellent and will un- 


doubtedly grow as the season pro- 
g)iesses. Europe has no other substi- 
tute that can be chtained as cheaply 


and will fill the bill so well. 

To sum up all of these considerations 
which enter into the cotton oil indus- 
try we do not thit.k it is going too far 
to presume that the coming season 
will be a busy one. While no one can 
predict the general conditions of trade, 
and while there are many who believe 
that the present period of conservatism 
will extend until after the Presidential 
year, there is no reason to believe ‘hat 


the cotton oil industry will be de- 
pressed. High prices in other direc- 
tions are more of a stimulant to cot- 
ton: oil than otherwise. It is a com- 
modity which can be substituted for 
many a higher priced material. Its 
edible uses are constantly increasing 


and the difference between its cost and 
that of lard has lately grown wider. 
Cotton oil has nothing to fear from 
hard times among the industrial classes 
nor from the growth of the army of 
the unemployed. Such’ conditions 
might reasonably broaden its consump- 
tion. Certainly, just at the moment 
there seems no reason for the cotton 
oil producer to feel discouraged. As 


| far as the outlook is concerned it seems 


favorable to reasonably cheap manu- 

facture and a very healthy demand,

FAULTY GOVERNMENTAL 
METHODS OF EXAMINING 
DRUG IMPORTS. 


Now that so much more than ever 
before depends upon the official certi- 
fication of crude drugs offered for 
entry at the various ports of the coun- 
try, it is more than ever important 
that the methods of examining these 


drugs be kept abreast of the advances 
made in chemistry, microscopy and 
pharmacognosy. In keeping with the 
old idea that large bodies move slowly, 
the government has not kept abreast 
in its methods of examining drugs of- 
fered for importation with the meth- 
ods employed by private individuals 
and firms. This is to be regretted, on 
commercial as well as on_ scientific 
grounds, for when drugs are examined 
according to one method at the ap- 
praisers’ stores and according to an- 
other by the importers, and by per- 
haps a third when they are put to the 
test by State inspectors, there are re- 
sults which are frequently discordant. 

We have heard of a number of cases 


in which crude drugs, after having 
been certified by government ap- 
praisers, have been rejected by im- 


porters as below the official standard, 
and, conversely, goods which the gov- 
ernment port officials have rejected 
have upon re-examination according 
to more approved methods been found 
to be of pharmacopeeial grade.’ In 
either case the importer is usually the 
one who loses, for often he orders 
drugs from abroad with the stipulation 
that he is to be held responsible for 
payment for them only on condition 
that they pass the port inspectors, 
and if they pass, afterward to be 
found sub-standard, he is obliged to 
pay for something which he cannot 
sell. On the other hand, if the govern- 
ment turns back a shipment of goods 
which ought to be allowed to enter, the 
importer is subjected to annoyance 
caused by depletion of his stock and 
consequent loss of trade, to say nothing 


of the fact that he may not be able 
to make as favorable terms in re- 
ordering. 

It is no reflection on the scientific 


gentlemen who pass upon the samples 
subiritted to them for us to say that 
of the port officials, based 
upon their reports, are not always just 
and in with the facts, for 
the sample, often ridiculously small, is 
not always representative of the ship- 
ment from which it was taken. Evi- 
dently, then, one of the places to start 
a reform in this matter is in the sam- 
pling department. A porter or an office 
going into damp cellar and 
working by a none too good light, may 
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bales of belladonna leaves simply by 
extracting a handful from the end of 
a bale that has lain on a moist spot 
until it has become mouldy; or he may 
put the sample into a paper bag which 
has previously been used in sampling 
some other drug, a portion of which 
other drug may still remain in the 
bag, to be detected as an adulterant of 
the belladonna leaves, 

These matters are of great impor- 
tance to importers, dealers generally, 
and the public. What we have here 
said is not based on hypothetical and 
improbable cases, but upon facts which 
are more or less well known to all 
large importers of drugs and to the 
scientists whose duty it is to examine 
the imports. 

A change is needed. Methods should 
prevail in the customs bureau which 
would pass muster in any first-class 
commercial laboratory of pharmacog- 
nosy. Until such methods do prevail 
the doors are open through which in- 
justice may stalk. Congress is a large 
body which has many things to attend 
to; the heads of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Department of Agricul- 
ture are both busy men with a multi- 
plicity of different kinds of duties to 
perform; but with a convincing state- 
ment of the unsatisfactory conditions 
which prevail with respect to crude 
drug imports laid before ‘the executive 
authorities at Washington, and proper 
representation made to Congress, no 
doubt new and better methods of ex- 
amining drugs at our ports would be 
devised and money provided sufficient 
to put them in operation and keep 
them revised and up to date.

CHINA WOOD OIL AND THE 
REBELLION. 


The situation in the China wood oil 
trade, just at the moment is decidedly 
serious. This is a condition which 
has been created by the rebellion and 
internal disturbances in China, and 
which leaves the future totally in the 
dark. No one in this country knows 
exactly where to place the industry 
and the market is excited and extreme- 
ly narrow. There seems to be prac- 
tically no reserve stocks of the oil in 
this country and no importer is 
courageous enough to sell for future 
delivery with the source of supply in 
its present state of uncertainty. Han- 
kow, the center of the industry, the 
port from which fully 95 per cent. of 
_ the oil is shipped, has been for some 
weeks in the hands of the rebels. While 
it was reported last week that »the 
Imperialists had retaken the city, it 
is not denied that the rebels control 
all of the surrounding territory, and as 
far as this oil trade is considered, it 
makes little difference. 

The truth of the situation is that 
the disturbances have stopped ship- 
ments. The last vessel carrying China 
wood oil cleared from Hankow 
October 10. This shipment is due here 
about January 10. Other shipments 
which cleared earlier are ‘still due 
and there will, therefore, be some ship- 
ments received in the latter part of 
this month and in December. After 
the middle of January receipts will 
stop, unless, of course, conditions 
change. It requires three months for a 
shipment to reach this port and the oil 
now on the way will go into immediate 
consumption. The port of Hankow is 
practically closed. The foreign conces- 
sions in that city are unable to do busi- 
ness. As far as commerce is con- 
cerned it is a state of siege. 

China wood oil is manufactured from 
the tung nut, which is collected by 
small farmers and the poorer class of 
natives in a primitive form. It is sent 
to market at Hankow, and is there 
taken by representatives of American 
and European houses. Although it is 
the very general understanding that the 
crop of nuts was normal during the 
past season, being far better than in 
1910, when it was 35 per cent. short, 
there is no certainty as to the amount 
of oil produced or as to whether all 
that was crushed will eventually get 
to market. With regard to these un- 


certainties the best posted man is as 
much at sea as the merest novice. In 
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the meantime the price of China wood 
oil has rapidly advanced and the spot 
market is practically bare of stocks. 
Neither importers nor dealers are will- 
ing to make any commitments for 
future delivery and contracts are being 
written based upon the contingency of 
receipts and cost upon arrival. 

The whole question is one of ship- 
ment, and is as uncertain as any other 
problem that is dependent upon a sit- 
uation of war and disorder. 
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After undergoing a complete renova- 
tion, the drug store of Hayward Hoop- 
er, at Chester, Pa., was destroyed by 
fire on the night of November 13, 
causing a loss of $8,000. 


George A. Treadwell, a director in 
the Orange Oil and Refining Company 
and a metallurgist and mining pro- 
moter of note, died last Saturday night 
in St. Luke’s Hospital, New York. 


Fire on the night of November 15 de- 
stroyed the plant of the Kiamensi Silk 
Mill, at Marshalltown, near Wilming- 
ton, Del.

Skepticism as to Potash Deposits. 


Baltimore, Novy. 17, 1911. 


The recent announcement of Secretary 
Wilson, of the Agricultural Department, 
at Washington that large deposits of pot- 
ash had been discovered in this country 
and that the United States would before 
long be independent of the German pro- 
ducers, naturally aroused great interest 
here, as the center of a large fertiiizer 
industry, and some of the trade papers 
were diligent in making inquiry of men 
in the fertilizer trade as to the proba- 
bility of the expectations raised by Sec- 
retary Wilson being realized. In _ this 
connection information as to the value 
of the feldspar deposits of Maryland as 
a source of potash was also requested. 
All such inquirers got no encouragement 
from men experienced in the fertilizer 
business. One of those who keeps in 
close touch with every trade develop- 
ment and is also well posted on the 
prospects of potash production in this 
country, in discussing the matter said:— 

“It is a reasonable supposition that if there 
was any potash deposit of real value in this 
section of the country it would have been dis- 
covered long ago. The potash formation fol- 
lows certain definite indications. We know 
that potash is invariably found under what 
were in prehistoric times bodies of fresh water, 
the potash representing an accumulation of de- 
posits at the bottoms of these lakes. Neither 
in Maryland nor anywhere else in the East 
does such a condition exist. There may be 
potash in Death Valley and other places that 
have the appearance of being the bottoms of

dried-out lakes, but this is yet to be deter- 
mined, It may be set down as absolutely cer- 
tain that no potash in commercial quantities 
exists in the more settled portions of the 
United States. But. if any locality underlaid 
with potash has been overlooked it is certain 
to be found in the near future. Not only does 
the Geological Survey maintain corps of men 
scientifically trained in the field looking for 
potash and other minerals of value, but it has 
distributed large quantities of literature de- 
scribing the indications of potash and calling 
upon every well digger or other person who 
may have occasion to make borings to report 
instantly if anything like potash is found. In 
this way the entire country is covered by hun- 
dreds or even thousands of investigators con 
Stantly on the lookout for potash, and with so 
many trained men jn the field it would be 
strange if the existence of any extensive de- 
posits of potash or other valuable mineral were 
to escape attention, 

“As for the feldspar deposits of Maryland 
and nearly all other Eastern States, they are 
not likely to prove of any value to the fer- 
tilizer trade for the reason that no process has 
yet been discovered to make the potash in the 
feldspar soluble, There are plenty of processes 
suggested, but so far as I know none of them 
have been found to answer the purpose, and 
it remains for some future genius to meet the 
problem, It would be most welcome news to 
the fertilizer trade of this country if the re- 
ported potash deposits really existed, but s») 
far no facts have been advanced to suggest an 
early or even remote realization of this ex- 
pectation,”’ 

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that according to information from 
Washington during the past week Secre- 
tary Wiison’s optimistic announcement is 
based at least in part upon the proposal 


to manufacture from potash from sea- 
weed, which is to be_obtained in large 
quantities along the Pacific Coast. The 


idea of extracting potash from seaweed 
is by no means new, quantities of the 
material having been obtained from this 
source for years. But it does not appear 
that potash so obtained constitutes any 
considerable addition to the world’s sup- 
ply, being, in fact, used for chemical 
and scientific purposes rather than for 
the manufacture of fertilizer.

Testing Seed of Great Importance. 


Seed testing laboratories were opened 
November 1 by the Department of Agri- 
culture in connection with the experiment 
stations at Baton Rouge, La., Berkeley, 
Cal., Corvallis, Ore., Columbia, Mo., and 
Purdue University, La Fayette, Ind. A 
circular just issued by the Department 
says that samples of seed for testing may 
be submitted to the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry in Washington or to the nearest 
branch laboratory. In this connection, H. 
L. Bolley, the botanist and seed commis- 
sioner of North Dakota, has issued sev- 
eral circular letters to farmers inviting 
their especial attention to the question of 
seeds and containing the statement that 
the farming lands of that State are not 
producing as large returns as they should, 
due largely, he says, to the poor quality 
of seeds sown. 

With regard to flax he has this to say:— 

On account of the peculiar root diseases 
which attack flax and because these are distrib- 
uted in the seed, making it difficult to grow 
this crop ualess special attention is given to 
seed selection, we particularly wish to empha- 
size that it is absolutely necessary that the 
farmers of your locality obtain or retain the 
very best, brightest colored flaxseed for sowing 
purposes, if they wish to make the crop a per- 
manent one on their list of rotations. On ac- 
count of the late frosts and rains many 
farmers will not have seed suitable for sowing 
next spring. An effort should be made to save 
the bright mature stuff. Keep it at home fos 
Good seed will have high value.

To Build U. S. PearsSoap Factory. 


The firm of A. & F. Pears, Limited, 
soap makers of England, will, as pre- 
viously stated in the Reporter, establish 
a plant for soap making in the United 
States. In a discussion in the British 
House of Commons it became known 
that the reason for this is the American 
tariff, the practice of American soap 
makers in copying their goods, their ad- 
vertisements and name, and also because 
the American manufacturers sent thelr 
goods into the British market entirely 
free. The erection of a factory in this 
country, it is said, will not lead to any 
reduction in the staff of employes in the 
British factories. The firm protestea 
against the tariff in 199 when the last 
tariff bill was drafted and the duty was 
eventually fixed at an ad valorem rate, 
which is understood to be considerably 
less than the specific rate, which was 
originally proposed.

Proprietary Medicines in Peru. 
Washington, Nov. 17, 1911. 


Consul General W. H. Robertson, at 
Calleo, has forwarded to the Bureau of 
Manufactures an extract from the laws 
cf the Republic of Peru, which is a regu- 
lation governing the preparation and sale 
of all proprietary or patent medicines. 
These regulations are as follows:— 


The laws of Peru declare in force the Medici- 
nal Code (Codex Medicamentarius) of 1908 and 
require that the exact formula of all new pro- 
prietary preparations which it is desired to 
sell shall be filed with the Faculty of Medi- 
cine of Lima. No special blank form is pre- 
scribed for applying for the right to sell such 
new proprietary preparations, it being only 
necessary that the interested party present him- 
self to the dean of the faculty, bringing with 
him samples of the articles which are to be 
submitted for analysis. 

The fee for filing the formula is %4.87 for 
each ingredient of the preparation. The filing 
of the formula here referred to is an entirely 
distinct matter from any question of the regis- 
tration ef the name of design of the medicinal 
preparation for trade-mark purposes. It is 
merely a formality that must be fulfilled in 
order to obtain the right to sell the prepara- 
tion within the Republic of Peru.

SEED OIL. 

The strength in flaxseed in the last few 
days has temporarily checked sales of 
oil. Prior thereto, however, a fairly good 
business was done not only for spot, but 
for future shipment. ‘Trade appears to 
be somewhat mixed. While some Minne- 
apolis oil mills stiil complain of a lack 
of interest on the part of their customers, 
others have been doing a very satisfac- 
tory business. In fact, one crusher says 
his sales last week were about the larg- 
est he ever made. He found his trade 
disposed to take hold in fairly large 
quantities and contracts were made free- 
ly for winter shipment. Since the bulge 
in flaxseed, however, not so much has 
been done, 

There are about as many different ask- 
ing prices for oil as there are crushers 
So many features enter into the sale and 
manufacture of oil and by-products and 
the situation with each mill being differ- 
ent, it is almost impossible to find two 
mills asking the same price. However, 
the average quotation on raw oil on to- 
day's market for prompt shipment is 
about 67@68c. per gallon f. 0. b. Minne- 
apolis in car lots, and for future ship- 
metn perhaps 1@2c. per gallon less. 

Some of the local crushers are inclined 
to take an optimistic view of the situa-

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 

The export demand for oil cake is sick. 
There is practically no inquiry, importers 
on the Continent having withdrawn from 
the market entirely. The result has been 
a sharp decline in prices in the last two 
weeks. The larger Minneapolis mills, of 
course, have their output sold ahead for 
three or four weeks yet, and consequent- 
ly are not so badly affected as might ap- 
pear on the surface. However, now that 
they are able to sell oil for future ship- 
ment they naturally are anxious to dis- 
pose of the by-product. To accomplish 
this they have gradually reduced their 
asking prices from $36.50 per ton f. o. b. 
Minneapolis down to $33, and in some 
cases as low as $32 per ton. Even at 
the reduction, however, they are unable 
to interest importers and transactions 
this week were away below normal. 

The absence of an export demand has 
of course turned crushers’ attention to 
the domestic market, and there is keen 
competition for what little demand for 
oil meal there is. One mill reports that 
it has been doing enough business to 
keep its meal crusher working right 
along, but some of the others are not 
so well situated. Quotations are nominal 
at $34 per ton f. o. b. Minneapolis in 
car lots. One mill claims to have sold 
meal this week at $34.50. 


Minneapolis brokers say they are able 
to get all the linseed meal they can han- 
dle at $83.50 per ton, and that mills 
would probably accept firm offers at $33. 
They say they find country dealers in 
the West are inclined to work in sub-

been a steady decline as there was dur- 
ing the week before. On the contrary, 
as the figures show, flaxseed closed 


higher to-day than it did on Thursday of 
lust week. 

The receipts of linseed at Duluth dur- 
ing the past week have been very large, 
have 


in spite of the fact that the cars 
been somewhat delayed in reaching the 
city on account of snowfalls. The re- 


ceipts have been vastly larger than they 
have been during any other week since 
this year’s harvest began arriving. The 
shipments have likewise been large, us 
the tables below show, but they have 
fallen fur short of being equal to the re- 
ceipts. The result has been a rapid ac- 
cumulation of flaxseed in the Duluth ele- 
vators, until now more than _ 800,0:9 
bushels of flaxseed are stored there. 
American crushers have been taking 
flaxseed as they were expected to do at 
this time of the year. If they had been 
buying as liberally as it was thought a 


short time ago they would, as soon as 
flaxseed declined to the neighborhood of 
$2 a bushel, there is no doubt that far 


less flax would be in the Duluth elevators 
than there is now, and the price wouid 
not remain anywhere near its present low 
level. Crushers are not willing to pay as 
mich for the linseed as the holders ask. 
There is a good reason for this. 

For some time flaxseed has been de- 
clining on the foreign markets, particu- 
larly these of Buenos Ayres, Antwerp aud 
Loncon. The decline is due largely to the 
fine prospects for a big crop in Argentine. 


American crushers have been hesitating 
about paying the Duluth price of flax- 
seed and stocking up cn the American 


product, when they see a chance of get- 
ting the foreign seed much cheaper, in 
enite of the dutv and larger cost of 
transportation. Their attitude, therefore, 
has been decidedly bearish, and thev have 
not been purchasing any more Duluth flax 
than thev have found themselves obliged 
to purchase to maintain their trade, 
The snowy weather the last few days 
has stonpned the thrashing of flax over 
a large part of the Northwest. It is too 


soon for the effect of this to 
the Duluth receipts of flax. The receipts 
will probably fall off after about a week 
or perhaps a little sooner, on account ot 
the unfavorable weather. Duluth brokers 
have felt very much inclined to put up the 
price of flaxseed in anticipation of this

Some line 
elevator companies say the work is about 
finished, while others declare there is 
still 25 per cent. to do. Farmers in some 
parts are still at work, notwithstanding 
the snow. The following reports received 
on ’Change in the last two days best ex- 
plain the situation at present:— 

Grand Forks, N. D.—Farmers in some sec. 
tions of Western North Dakota are threshing 
fields. Much flax still

lies on the ground, but with anything like an 
even break in weather the farmers are con- 
fident they will be able to thresh most of it 


this year. Labor will cost more and the work 
will proceed slower with the snow handicap, 
Some flax will, of course, be left over to thresh 
next spring. 

Devil's Lake, N, D.—South of here there re- 
main a few fields of flax still to cut. Well- 
posted farmers say that flax threshes better on 
dry, frosty days, even with a little snow 
mixed in, than under the ordinary conditions 
that prevail early in the fall. The fact that 
the snow thus far has been dry allows the 
farmers to continue work, where, had it been 
wet or had it melted, work would have been 
abandoned at once, 

New Rockford, N. D.—It is 
fully 10,000 bushels of flaxseed 
snow in Eddy county. A big 
this may be lost. 

The trade is not at all solicitous about 
what is left in the fields. Up to date 
they do not believe any great harm has 
been suffered. From past experience the 
crushers know that snow in North Da- 
kota soon evaporates with any kind of 
mild weather without leaving much mois- 
ture, A few good days would change the 
outlook materialiy. 

The government report credits Minne- 
sota, North and South Dakota with a 
crop of 19,866,000 bushels, or about 7,000,000 
more than last year. These figures are 
believed to be more nearly correct than 
in former years. ‘Trade estimates run 
from. 15,000,000 to 19,000,000 bushels.

Linseed Oil. 

The volume of business done in the 
linseed oil market last week was prob- 
ably somewhat less than during the 
few weeks previous, but there is still 
a fair jobbing demand and the un- 
certainty that marked conditions dur- 
ing the first few days of the month 
seems to have passed. The heavy re- 
ceipts of flax in the Northwestern mar- 
kets and the decline in price disturbed 
the spot oil market without, however, 
causing any serious collapse in quota- 
tions. During the past week flaxseed 
prices have advanced, although receipts 
at Minneapolis and Duluth continue to 
be large. The result has been to steady 
the local oil market on a lower level 
of prices. Spot oil is quoted to-day in 
five-barrel lots at 76@77 cents, a de- 
cline of 3 cents since last week. Sales 
have been made at these figures. Car 
lots are quoted at 70 cents, although the 
majority of the transactions during the 
week were of small parcels. The grad- 
ual sagging of prices was not unex- 
pected in view of the estimates of the 
seed crop and liberal marketing that 
has occurred within the past few weeks. 
The present quotations of oil are fully 
as high as the conditions of the pri- 
mary market warrant, and are in 
reality showing a considerable amount 
of resistance. 

The market for fulures is not strong, 
December-January delivery is quoted 
at 67@68 cents, but it is not im- 
probable that better figures could be 
obtained. Until a fuller knowledge of 
the actual size and condition of the 
crop is obtainable, the market for fu- 
tures is likely to be irregular. 

It is the general opinion among 
large buyers that lower prices must 
come and this accounts for the indis- 
position to cover at this time for more 
than immediate necessities. A com- 
plete review of the Western seed and 
oil markets furnished by our special 
correspondents will be found = on 
page 10. .

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


There has been practically no de- 
mand during the past week for linseed 
cake and meal. Very few sales have 
been made and these were for small 
lots, The result of this lack of buying 
has been that prices are lower. At the 
close of the week cake was quoted at 
$37 a ton and possibly could have been 
beught below this figure. 





Cottonseed Oil. 


An irregular price movement char- 
acterized the cotton oil market during 
the interval, and the extent of activity 
Was somewhat broader than noted 
earlier in the month. An advance and 
decline in spot and November oil lent 
some color to trading and furnished 
excitement for both elements. The 
November shorts have their time lim- 
ited for covering contracts and have 
shown more or less anxiety. This 
anxiety, however, does not appear 
to be taken seriously by the general 


trade. Estimates concerning outstand- 
ing short contracts in November 
are very much at variance, but 


there are many traders who believe 
that the amount of oil headed this 
way will arrive in time to prevent any 
serious stringency. Aside from the 
propelling influence of short covering, 
the nearby oil market has a firm crude 
oil situation and a steady lard posi- 
tion behind it. The continued strength 
in the hog product has increased the 
demand for lard compound, and the 
movement of cotton oil to the com- 
pound factories has shown a material 
improvement, The oleo stearine mar- 
ket also reflects the increased inquiry 
for lard compound, and purchases dur- 
ing the last two weeks have amounted 
to some 20 cars. The fact that com- 
pound: is obtainable nearly 2c. a pound 
under pure lard has placed the cotton- 
seed product in a favorable position 
for consumers both here and abroad. 
The soap-kettle is said to be securing 
most of its oil requirements through 
previous contract channels, although 
a moderate hand-to-mouth business 
has been constantly progressing. It is 
generally admitted, however, that the 
consuming inquiry now prevalent is 
mostly confihed to nearby wants. The 
future deliveries offer great possibili- 
ties for speculative ventures, but con- 
sumers are not anxious to extend com- 
mitments until underlying conditions

adjust themselves in a more favorable 
light. The bulk of crude oil pro- 
duction has yet to be marketed, but 
the mills show no disposition to sell 
ahead freely, and so far there has been 
no apparent weakness in immediate 
quotations. This has kept spot refined 
oil in a strong position and created a 
ve-y uncertain feeling regarding future 
prices. The week’s export business has 
not commanded much attention as far 
as new transactions are concerned, but 
the current movement on existing con- 
tracts is free, with shipments well dis- 
tributed. The foreign movement from 
this port for the interval amounted to 
12,851 barrels, and from other ports 
16,291 barrels, making a total of 29,142 
barrels. These compare with 19,776 
barrels, the total amount exported dur- 
ing the previous week. It might be 
said that the week’s distribution cov- 
ered all the important consuming sec- 
tions from North Iurope to the Meidi- 
terranean, with a few South American 
ports thrown in. 

The demand for crude oil has con- 
tinued active for immediate, with re- 
fineries taking considerable stock on 
the basis of 3344c. Scattered offerings 
have been marketed as low as 33c., and 


the week’s price range has extended 
from 338c, to 34c. Tank cars are still 
scarce, and some difficulty has been 


experienced in getting the oil under 
way promptly.

Monday, Nov. 13, the market 
opened firm at 45c., with no sales, and closed 
the day unchanged at that price, with sales 
of 297 casks. Tuesday the market continued at 
45c. at the opening, with no sales, and closed 
firm at 444%4.@44%c., with sales of 704 casks, a8 
follows:—Six hundred and twelve at 44%c, and 
92 casks at 44ec. Weenesday, November 15, 
the market opened firm at 44%4c., with sales 
of 110 casks, and closed the day firm and un- 
changed in price, with further sales of 246 
casks. Thursday, November 16, the market 
opened firm at 44%4c. and closed the day firm 
at 44%4@44%c., with sales of 673 casks, as fol- 
lows:—Five hundred and seventy-three casks 
at 44%4c. and 100 at 44%c. Friday, November 
17, the market opened at 444@44%c., with 
sales of 242 casks, and closed steady at 44%¢. 

The price of spirits of turpentine continues 
to fall, the price of the article during the past 
week having declined %c., and the market is 
still in what may be classed as an_ inactive 
condition, Sales continue reported daily at the 
Board of Trade in proportions away off from 
receipts. This is due to stuff being put om 
contracts, together with a small holding spirit 
which has spread through the producers. 

The highest price paid for spirits this week 
has been 45c., which is just 3lc. lower than 
what the article brought a year ago. The 
lowest price the article saw was to-day, when 
supplies for the greater part changed hands at 
444c., with still no signs for an immediate 
improvement. 

Receipts at this port for the week were again 
in larger proportions than reported the same 
week last year, viz., 3,566 casks, as against 
3,157 casks last year. 

Stocks of spirits also continue high as com- 
pared with those of the same time last year, 
although about 2,000 casks less than reported 
last week. pas 

Shipments for the past week have been 5,766 
casks, as compared with 1,926 casks the same 
week last year, of which 4,706 were foreign 
and 1,060 casks domestic. -

Normal Olive Crop in Italy. 
Washington, Novy. li, I9L1. 

Information received from a_ reliable 
source indicates that the forthcoming 
crop of olive oil in Italy will be a normat 
One, according to an account sent lo 
the Bureau ot Manufactures by Consul 
General James A. Smith, at Genoa. ‘The 
particulars in this report as to the olive 
oil crop in Mediterranean countries 1s 
as follows:— 

The figures for the five years ending with 
the season of 1910-11 showed an average an 
nual production of approximately 40,Vv00,000 
gallons of olive oil. Last year’s crop was 
about 80 per cent. of this, and the result has 
been apparent in considerably reduced exports 
during the present year, and conspicuous in, 
crease in imports of cottonseed oil. Prices 
have also ruled very high for edible olive oil. 
It is not expected that the yield will reach 
the exceptionally favorable showing of the 
1907-8 season, when the production was more 
than 75,000,000 gallons, but the outlook is for 
a crop fully up to the average of the previous 
five years mentioned, and probably exceeding 
it. In Calabria the yield will probably be ex- 
ceptionally large; in Puglia and Sicily an aver- 
age crop is expected, as also in Sardinia and 
on the Italian Riviera. In Central Italy, in- 
cluding Tuscany, the crop will be below the 
average. 

In Spain, Greece and Tunis reports are all 
favorable for a production largely superior to 
the average, and the same is probably true of 
Turkey, although recent reliable information 
from there is lacking: Everywhere the condi- 
tion of the olives is said to be exceptionally 
good, insuring not only a good yield of oil, 
but a quality much better than usual. 

As to prices, dealers state that there will be 
some reduction—not, however, reaching the low 
figures of ten years ago, because the increased 
demand everywhere tends to maintain the price 
at a figure considerably above former quota- 
tions. There will doubtless be a considerable 
decrease in the demand for cottonseed oil in 
Italy, and this decrease will be especially 
marked unless the favorable result of the 
American cotton crop enables dealers to reduce 
considerably the present prices of the oil,

Petroleum Resemblances and Va- 
riations, 


Washington, Nov. 16, 1911. 


It is the well established fact that the 
petroleum obtained from the sand stones 
of the Upper Devonian and Mississippian 
epochs, generally known as Pennsylvania 
oil, differs materially from the natural 
oils found in the Trenton limestone, which 
is usually designated ‘‘Ohio and Trenton” 
limestone oil. Both of these oils, in turn, 
are distinctly different from the petroleum 
occurring in the loose sands and _ soft 
shales of California. The unconsolidated 
Tertiary clays, sands and gravels in the 
Southern United States, particularly in 
Texas, yield still another variety of pe- 
troleum, characterized by properties more 
or less different from those of any of the 
other oils. 

Not only do these differences exist in 
oils found in separate regions, but there 
are extreme variations in color and 
specific gravity, as well as in chemical 
compositions, in many oils occurring in 
neighboring localities. On the other hand, 
close resemblances are often found be- 
tween petroleum of widely separated re- 
gicns. In some of the South American 
and in many of the European oils, for 
instance, have been found to possess 
properties very similar to those of tne 
oils of the Southern United States. 

The variations in the oils of the United

States and 


other countries have been 
carefully studied by many investigators. 
The questions that naturally arise in con- 
nection with the variations are, are these 
differences fundamental? Is the Penn- 
sylvania petroleum as distinctly different 
trom the Ohio oil as one chemical com- 
puund is from another? In answer to 
these questions, the following extract 
trom a paper read by Mr. Mabery in 193 
before the American Philosophical Society 
is of considerable importance:— 

Now, after years of arduous labor, I have 
reached the conclusion that petroleum from 
whatever source is one and the same sub- 
stance, capabie of a simple definition—a mix- 
ture in variable proportions of a few series 
of hydrocarbons, the product of any particular 
field differing from that of any other only in 
the proportion of the series and the members 
oft the series, 

It petroleum, then, is everywhere one 
and the sume substance, how can the ex- 
treme variations between the American 
olls be explained? Were the causes 
operating in the formation of the Penn- 
sylvania oil, which is almost barren of 
Sulphur and nitrogenous bodies, diferent 
trom those acting in the production of the 
suiphur-bearing oils of Onio or the heavy 
sulphur and nitrogenous oils of Cah- 
tornia? 

‘To account for the formation of crude 
petroleum, two theories, the orgunic and 
inorganic, have been advanced, ‘The 
Pennsylvania oil, according to these 
theories, may have been tormed from 
either organic or inorganic substances, or 
trom boin, it is as yet impossible, how- 
ever, to state conclusively from which 
of these sources the oil was derived. It 
is apparent, therefore, that the differ- 
ences between the Pennsylvania and the 
Ohio, Texas and California oils cannot be 
explained on the assumption that the for- 
mer was derived from organic remains 
and the latter from inorganic matter, or 
vice versa. If, however, the oils under 
discussion are organic in origin, they 
may have been formed either trom veg- 
etable or trom animal remains. ‘The fol- 
lowing discussion is based on the assump- 
tion that these oils were derived from an 
organic source. 

it has been suggested that the differ- 
ences between these oils may be ac- 
counted for by assigning a _ vegetabie 
vrigin to the Pennsylvania oil and an 
animal origin to the others. Mabery 
states that “it would seem that the smail 
proportion of these bodies (sulphur, nitro- 
gen and oxygen compounds) in the Penn- 
Sylvania oil, as compared with the larger 
proportions in the limestone oils and Cal- 
ifornia oil, should be strong evidence in 
favor of a different origin, that the Penn- 
sylvania oil came from organic vegetable 
remains, which should permit of the sman 
amounts of sulphur and nitrogen com- 
pounds from this class of oils.”’ 

The evidence accumulated in the inves- 
tigations seems to show that it is not 
necessary to assign a vegetable origin to 
the Pennsylvania oil to explain the differ- 
ences between it and the oils of Ohio and 
California. It is clear from the results 
of this and other investigations that when 
such oils as those of Ohio, California and 
Texas, which seem to be animal in origin, 
are allowed to diffuse through such 
porous media as fuller’s earth, they yiele 
oils very similar to those of Pennsylvania. 
By assuming, therefore, that the Penn- 
sylvania oil migrated from some primitive 
source, in which it may have been formed 
from animal remains, through shales, 
limestones, and sandstones, its peeuliar 
character can be understood. 

In 1897 David T. Day, on his own ob- 
servations and those of John N. Mae 
Gonigle, proposed the view that the Penn- 
sylvania oil, at some past time, possessed 
properties very similar to those of the 
Ohio oil, but that in its migration to its 
present abode from strata below its char- 
acter was changed. Guided by this view, 
Mr. Day conducted, in the laboratories 
of the United States Geological Survey, 
an investigation into the changes occur- 
ring in crude petroleum when allowed to 
diffuse through porous media, such as 
fuller’s earth. He demonstrated clearly 
that an oil resembling the light Penn- 
sylvania oil could be readily produced in 
the laboratory from the heavier crude 
Ohio oil. Glass tubes were packed firmly 
with the dry earth, through which the 
crude oil diffused by its own force of 
eapillarity. From the earth of the upper 
sections of the tubes very light, even 
colorless, oils were liberated by treatment 
with water; from the earth of the lower 
sections of the tubes much darker and 
heavier oils were obtained. 

Any medium, therefore, sufficiently fine 
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grained and porous to afford capillary 
spaces, causes a separation of the con- 
stituents of any mixture, provided they 
possess different surface tensions. The 
compact sandstones, shales and lime- 
stones that recur in many cycles through- 
out the earth’s crust present an excellent 
medium for the separation of the constit- 
uents of so complex a mixture as pe- 
troleum, 

In a bulletin on the diffusion of crude 
petroleum through fuller’s earth, by the 
United States Geological Survey, the fol- 
lowing summary will be of interest:— 


When a solution of benzine and a paraffine 
oil is allowed to diffuse upward through a 
tube packed with fuller’s earth, the benzine 
tends to collect in the lower sections and the 
paraffine oil in the upper sections of the tube. 

When crude petroleum’ diffuses upward 
through a tube packed with fuller’s earth a 
fractionation of the oil occurs, The oil that 
is displaced by water from the earth from the 
top of the tube possesses a lower specific grav- 
ity than the oil obtained from the earth at 
the bottom of the tube. 

As the fractionation proceeds the range of 
specific gravity covered in succeeding frac- 
tionations becomes smaller, indicating a move- 
ment toward the production of mixtures which 
will finally pass through the earth unaltered. 

In the fractionation of petroleum by capil- 
lary diffusion through fuller’s earth the 
amounts of unsaturated hydrocarbons and 
sulphur compounds in the resulting fractions 
increase gradualiy from the lightest oils at 
= tcp to the heavier oils at the bottom of the 
tube. 

Fuller's earth tends to retain the unsaturated 
hydrocarbons and sulphur compounds in petro- 
os thus exercising a selective action upon 
the oil.

Chemical Coverings. 


The issue as to the dutibility of metal 
coverings was again raised this week 
when A. Klipstein & Co, et al. filed a pro- 
test with the U. 8. Board of General Ap- 
praisers against the classification of con- 
tainers or coverings of chemicals. The 
importations consisted of red arsenic in 
thin sheet-metal coverings in the form of 
drums which serve as the inside lining 
of wooden over-casks; and of caustic 
potash and sulphide of sodium, in sheet- 
metal drums or small round metal recep- 
tacles. The record established the claim 
of the importers that the containers in 
question are not within the scope of the 
provision for cylindrical or tubular ves- 
sels as provided for in paragraph 151, 
tariff act of 1909, and it was held by the 
board that the coverings, being the usual 
containers of the goods they transport 
and hold, are either free or dutiable at 
the same rate as the contents, as the case 
might be Accordingly the decisions of 
the collector assessing duty at the rate 
of 30 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 151, on the metal coverings of the 
goods specified, were reversed.

Binoxide of Barium. 


The decision of the collector was af- 
firmed and the protest of C. C. Hemp- 
stead & Son was overruled in the classi- 
fication of binoxide of barium. Duty was 
assessed at 26 per ceat. ad valorem under 
paragraph 3 of the tariff act of 1909 and it 
was claimed to be dutible under para- 
graphs 183, 42, 8, 90 or 480 of said act. 





Hydroxide of Chrome. 


The Board of U. S. General Appraisers 
sustained the claims of the Farbenfabri- 
ken of Elberfeld Co. in the classification 
of hydroxide of chrome. Duty was as- 
sessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 3 of the tariff act of 199 as a 
chemical compound and it was claimed to 
be free of duty under paragraph 499 of 
said act as an article in a crude state 
used in dyeing or tanning. 


Candles. 
The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protest of B. 


Shacxman & Co, in the classification of 
candles. The merchandise consisted of 
4.800 boxes of 24 pieces (candles), pink, 
white, green, yellow. The collector’s de- 
cision in assessing the candles with duty 
at 35 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 418 of the tariff act of 1897 was 
affirmed. 





Cylindrical Metal Coverings. 


The claim of Edward Hill's Sons & Co. 
that cylindrical metal coverings of im- 
ported merchandise are entitled to free 
entry as usual coverings or liable to 
specitic duty or dutiable at the ad valorem 
rate applicable to the contents, as the 
case might be, was established by the

Ginseng Root. 


An interesting opinion as to the proper 
classification of ginseng root was given 
by the United States Board of General 
Appraisers when Herman Kopplin lost an 
opportunity to secure a lower assessment 
by not filing the proper protest. 

The commodity consisted of nine boxes 
of ginseng roots. An annotation in rea 
ink on the invoice stated that they were 
ginseng roots suitable for planting. ‘hey 
were imported from Canada by the man 
who grew them there, for the purpose ot 
replanting in the United States to propa- 
gate ginseng. The root when preparea 
and imported, and when grown in this 
country and exported, is subjected to 
considerable treatment by drying and 
cleansing, sO much so that the board has 
held it to be advanced in value by such 
treatment. The question decided by the 
board was that it had by treatment been 
advanced in value, the question as to 
whether it was a drug being reservea 
as not necessary to decide in that case. 
The government has uniformly held this 
commodity to be a drug, and when in the 
condition in which it is usually imported, 
has considered it advanced in value and 
assessed it under the appropriate para- 
graph of the law as a drug advanced in 
value. The assessment was made under 
paragraph 264 of the tariff act of 1909 as 
a plant. 

The board held that this was not a cor- 


— 


rect assessment. There was nothing to 
show that it is ever considered gTeen- 
house stock; it is not propagated or grown 
for its fruit or for ornamental purposes 
The importer claimed classification under 
paragraphs 572 and 668. The former pro- 
vides for ‘‘fruit plants, tropical and semi- 
tropical, for the purpose of progagation 
and cultivation.”” The board held thar 
the importation did not come under this 
head. The claim under 668 was made 
under that part of the paragraph proviq. 
ing for “bulbs and bulbous root, not edible 
and not otherwise provided for.” The 
board held that ginseng root is no more a 
bulbcus root than is the root of a carrot. 


The final opinion of the board was that 


ginseng root, after it has been cleangeq 
and dried and prepared for market, ig as- 
sessable as a drug advanced in value 
under paragraph 20, but where it hag not 
been advanced in value it should be free 


as a crude drug under paragraph 559. The 
importer, however, not having made that 
claim, the protest was overruled and the 
assessment of the collector was allowed 
to stand. 





Iron Drums. 


The protests of Amerman & Pattergon 
et al. that iron drums as metal coverings 
for the crude glycerine are the usual con- 
tainers of the imported merchandise ang 
therefore entitled to free entry were 
overruled by the board. The drums wers 
assessed at 30 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 151, tariff act of 1909, relating 
to cylindrical metal vessels.

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pETROLEUM MARKET. 








Saturday Noon, Nov. 18, 1911. 


The week’s summary of operations 
in the astern petroleum fields notes 
a decline in completed work, but a 
gain in new production, as compared 
with the record of the former week. 
During the current week 156 wells 
were brought in, of which 98 were pro- 
ducers to the extent of 4,043 barrels 
as the daily average total. For the 
former there were 1/1 completions, ot 
which 105 were producers, yielding a 
total of 3,789 barrels. All of the high 
rade fields showed a decrease in com- 
pleted work during the week under re- 
view and there was a decline in new 
production, except in West Virginia, 
where a Small increase was scored, No 
wells of particular significance as to 
size or location were reported in any 
of the high grade fields during the 
current week. In West Virginia much 
interest is centered in the develop- 
ments in Kanawha county, where the 
single producer is holding the attention 
of the operators to a keen degree, as 
the fine staying qualities of the well 
indicate the prospects for a new pool. 
The original well, although nearly two 
months old, is credited with a capacity 
of about 65 barrels a day. In Pennsyl- 
vania the town lot development at 
Canonsburg, Washington county, is as- 
suming new interest. One of the wells 
ig now yielding 100 barrels a day, but 
several show a marked decline. In the 
Southeastern Ohio section gas opera- 
tions are actively prosecuted, and some 
favorable results have been attained. 
One of the leading oil attractions of 
the section has been the reported 
completion of a well at Newburg, a 
suburb of Cleveland. This well was 
originally drilled for gas, but with 
prospects for a successful oil producer, 
it was put to pumping, and in the first 
twelve hours yielded 75 barrels. It is 
rated as a probable 40-barrel producer, 
Should the well prove consistent stay- 
ing qualities, it is likely to attract con- 
siderable drilling in the neighborhood. 
In the new Straitsville district of Per- 
ry county some of the old wells are 
holding up at a rate to keep the in- 
terest of operators at a keen pitch. Ac- 
cording to a recent report, the two best 
wells are maintaining 250 and 230 bar- 
rels a day, respectively. 

A report on the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana for the week 
notes a gain in completions, as well 
as new production in the Ohio end, 
and an increase in completions and a 
decrease in new production in Indiana. 
In the former section, of the 15 com- 
pletions all came in producers with a 
daily average of 395 barrels. In In- 
diana a feature of the week’s opera- 
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tions was the bringing in of 5 gas wells 
to the southeast of Vincennes in 
Daviess county. This is said to be 
new territory and far in advance of 
Oakland City, the only oil development 
in the State. A slight gain is noted 
in the Illinois completions for the week 
with a corresponding increase in new 
production. Operations in Crawford 
county were more or less handicapped 
by the condition of the roads. Late 
completions in the Carlisle pool of Clin- 
ton county indicate that the high level 
of the.pool has been reached. Drill- 
ing is well confined to the defined 
territory. . 

The most active development of the 
mid-continent field during the week has 
been the Pawnee county pool. Several 
fine wells have been brought in, pre- 
ducing from 100 to 375 barrels a day, 
and the prospects are considered prom- 
ising for an extension of the limits 
to the pool. The Hogshooter district 
contributed a 250-barrel natural pro- 
ducer. Considerable drilling is in 
progress in the Jenks pool, northeast of 
the old Glenn. The recent comple- 
tions in the Jenks pool show an initial 
capacity of some 200 to 300 barrels, 
and there is not believed to be much 
hope for a big pool there. Very little 
drilling is reported in the Kansas end 
of the field, and under the present 
market conditions there is no incentive 
for new work 

The Electra field continues the lead- 
ing attraction of the Gulf coast region, 
and recent completions are reported to 
have increased the total daily produc- 
tion to more than 12,000 barrels, an 
average of nearly 350 barrels per well. 
This is regarded as one of the best 
showings of any field in this country, 
and confidence in the future is sus- 
tained by the good staying qualities 
of the wells. 

California advices continue of a pes- 
simistic tenor so far as the general oil 
situation is concerned, and it is be- 
lieved to be only a question of com- 
paratively short time before the prices 
will have to yield to the excess of pro- 
duction, which is placed at 25,000 bar- 
rels daily. Long promised methods for 
relief in. increasing markets do not 
seem to be any the nearer realization. 
A general shut down is urged to estab- 
lish the industry on a sounder eco- 
nomical basis. 





Refined and Products. 


Conditions governing the local mar- 
ket for illuminating oils have under- 
gone no practical change within the in- 
terval. The demand has not been of a 
character to prompt especially favor- 
able comment nor to lend any sugges- 
tion of activity to the market. The 
short days and cooler weather are as a 
rule factors for an increasing outlet,

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Eastern Petroleum Review, 
Montpelier, Ind., Nov. 16, 1911, 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising J). 
nois, indiana, Kentucky, West Virginia, North. 
western, Central and Southeastern Ohio, Penn- 
syivania and Southern New York, for the past 
week shows a decline of fifteen in completed 
wells and eight in dry holes and gas welis, 
while in production there was an increase of 
254 barreis over the previous week. Out of 
the number of completions for the week ninety- 
eight were oil producers, seventeen dry holes 
and forty-one gas wells. For the week there 
were five gas wells in the Indiana field, one 
in Kentucky, seventeen in Central Ohio, thir. 
teen in West Virginia and five in Pp nnsyl- 
vania, While some fine gas producers are 
found in. West Virginia the gas wells of Cen- 
tral Ohio are more productive, New gas lines 
are being put into Central Ohio. There ig 
some talk of piping the product to Detroit, 
Mich., as the large gas companies have more 
gas than their patrons can make use of, and 
to dispose of this surplus production new added 
patrons must be secured. 

Central Ohio will no doubt be the banner 
point tor active wildcat work during the winter 
season. ‘The productive Carlyle pool, in Clin- 
ton county, Illinois, is going backward, ag the 
defined territory is getting pretty well drilled 
over and the production is dropping off. The 
Lawrence county deep sand fields are the most 
active in Illinois. Southwestern Indiana did 
well the past week by finding five gas wells 
to the southeast of Vincennes, in Daviess 
county. This is new territory and the most 
promising in Indiana at this time. The new 
wells are located far in advance of the Qak- 
land City field, and the gas was found at less 
than 600 feet. The results of the drill in sec 
tions of the Northwestern Ohio field for the 
week have been encouraging to the owners of 
the good wells. 

Among the most interesting sections of the 
West Virginia fields is along Blue Creek, in 
Kanawha county, where one lone oil well has 
been completed, but it is a moment of more 
than passing interest to the oil trade. The 
fine staying qualities of the well shows that it 
has a lake of oil to draw from and the pros- 
pects of a new pool are very bright. This 
Barth-Schwartz well is the most easterly of any 
producer in that section of the State. The 
first drilling was done in Kanawha _ county 
along about 1879, when a few gas wells were 
found near the town of Clendennin, but in 
some slight indications of oil were found, but 
not in staying quantities to cause excitement. 
The territory surrounding the Schwartz well 
will be closely watched for some few weekg 
as there are several new wells in course of 
drilling in the vicinity that should strike the 
pay sand shortly. 

Kentucky and Tennessee are also favored 
spots, but the moving of material is go ex- 
pensive that the trade does not rush the work, 
but the time is not far away when these two 
States will come to the front in oil.

It is expected that the November figures 
when compiled will show a further decrease 
in stocks. ‘This is encouraging news for the 
owners of wells, for if kept up will mean an 
advance price in the crude petroleum at the 
wells. Another redeeming feature is that the 
fields west of the Mississippi River outside of 
the California fields are going backward, the 
only field with an increased production being 
the new development in the Electra field in 
Texas. This pool has reached a production of 
about 3,000 barrels daily, but like all active 
districts the production is likely soon to show 
a heavy decline.

Some new work is starting to the southwest 
of the town-lot development at Canonsburg, in 
Washington county, Pennsylvania, but no 
completions were reported. Leasing is stil:

The Wildwood Co. is due in the sand at its 
test on the D, H. Fell lot. E. Tauge and 
others are due in the sand in their well on 
the Stremmel lot. The gauge of the town-lot 
wells at Canonsburg are as follows:—Canons- 
burg Iron and Steel Company’s No. 1, Thomas 
Boone lot, 40 barrels a day; Poits Bros, and 
Fife well, on the Bush-Wilson lot, 85 barrels 
a day, the same company’s well on their lot 
is holding up at 60 barrels a day. 

North of the Wildwood field, in Allegheny 
county, Neal and others have completed their 
test on the George Fisher farm and have a 
duster in the fitth sand. Two wells were 
completed in Allegheny county, one being @ 
duster and the other a light producer. All 
of the supposed late pools in Allegheny county 
have fallen by the wayside when an effort was 
made to extend the producing area. Now and 
then a good producer is found, but the very 
best effort to extend the producing area re- 
sults in dry holes or small wells. Such has 
been the case of Sewickley creek, Perryviile 
and many other sections of the Pennsylvania 


flelds. 
West Virginia. 


The West Virginia fields for the week in 
review show nothing but light producers. One 
of the largest gassers found in the Mountain 
State fields was completed the past week in 
Doddridge county by the Acme Carbon Com- 
pany on their No. 10 on the Lewis Maxwell 
farm, and showed a volume of 7,000,000 cubic 
feet a day. The gas being found in the Gor- 
don sand. 

There is but little work under way in Wayne, 
Clay and Mason counties, and that is of the 
wildcat order. Wayne county is the one looked 
upon as the most likely to advance the pro- 
ducing area. 

Roane county maintains the lead in late 
completions and new work starting and under 
way. With the present activity in this county 
keeping up at the rate it is now going there 
will be enough work completed during the 
winter months to prevent much of a decline 
in production from that section. This county 
will be the most active during the winter 
months, 

Kanawha county, in the vicinity of the 
Barth-Schwartz well, on Blue Creek, Elk dis- 
trict, is the most interesting spot in the West 
Virginia fields, and about the only one where 
there has been a considerable amount of wild- 
cat work doing. To the northwest, west and 
southwest sides of the producer there are six 
wells starting and under way. The wells im 
Kanawha county show good staying qualities 
as any other section of the Eastern fields, The 
territory is well defined and there is but one 
company holding any territory that has not 
been fully developed. Good returns have been 
the usual run to the companies that invested 
their money. The sand in which the Schwartz 
well found its pay has not as yet been de- 
termined; by some it is thought the well found 
its production in the Big Injun sand. More 
test work has been done in this county_the 
past four years than in any other in West 
Virginia, 

Calboun county adjoining Roane, has a little 
extension in Clinton district, which has been 
furnishing some creditable producers in the 
Berea grit. There is more activity in Cal- 
houn county than for several years. 

The gas companies are still keeping up the 
active work in Marion, Lewis, Doddridge and 
Harrison counties, but no important discov- 
eries are being made. In Church district, 
Wetzel county, there is a little important test 
work being watched with interest, but no un- 
usual activity is looked for. In Marion 
county there is some new work under way 
starting, but the 30-foot formation is very er- 
ratic and a good producer is no indication that 
a productive pool is found. 

On Pyles Fork, Mannington district, Marion 
county, the Fisher Oil Company has given its 
new well on the Glover farm a shot in the 
30-foot sand and it responded by producing 
75 barrels the first twenty-four hours. On 
Middle Island Creek, Ellsworth district, Tyler 
county, the Melrose Oil and Gas Company's 
third test on the Patrick Crowe farm which 
was found dry in the Big Injun sand has been 
drilled through the Maxon sand and given a 
shot and produced 40 barrels the first twenty- 
four hours. 


Southeastern Ohio, 


Light wells were very much in evidence in 
the Southeastern Ohio for the week in review, 
with Morgan, Perry and Washington counties 
as the most interesting spots. There is a great 
deal of work under way and starting in Wash- 
ington county, but it is all in defined territory. 
The wells found in Perry county are on the 
light order, and it hardly pays to develop ter- 
ritory in that vicinity. 

No new pools have been found in Morgan 
county, but there is considerable wildcat work 
doing, but it is not nearly as active as it 
was in the early summer months, as work on 
that order did not bring desired results, and 
there will not he much work on this order 
started before next spring. One good well 
was found the past week in the shallow sand 
fields of Morgan county in Penn township, 
Chester Hill district, the well producing 50 


barre)s. 
Central Ohio. 


There are two real active sections in the 
Central Ohio field. One is petroleum and the 
other natural gas operations. The former is 
centered around Straitsville in Perry county 
and in the northeastern part of Hocking coun- 
ty around Gore and Oreville. This is now the 
leading oil district and is showing some re- 
markab'e producing wells. Some of the wells 
are showing better than 200 barrels a day and 
are staying there without much of a decline 
in production. 

A_wildeat well of great importance was 
drilled at Rocky River, just west of Cleveland, 
on the Two-Minute stock farm. The well was 
drilled by J. F. Sackman & Co., proprietors of 
the stock farm, for a sufficient supply of gas 
to supnly the farm, which has been cut up into 
lots. The well was drilled to a depth of 2,730 
feet, and at that depth gas was found. The 
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well is not a large one, but it shows that 
gas exists in the western part of Cuyahoga 
county. With this gas weil in the western 
part of the county and just west of Cleveland 
and vil at Newburg, just southeast of Cieve- 
iand, there is a chance for some activity in 
the near future and much test work will be 
done. It now looks as though the west portion 
of Cuyahoga county, the eastern portion ot 
Lorain, with Medina county directly south, 
might develop Loth oil and gas, 

The Newburg well, just east of Cleveland, 
is gtill attracting a good deal of attention, 
but no new work has been started, although 
quite a few new locations have been made, 
but others holding leases will not start active 
work until the Newburg Brick and Clay Com- 
pany put down another well on their property. 
fhe well is still producing about 50 barrels a 
day. The well was drilled in a little over a 
month ago, the well was drilled deeper into 
the sand, and it made a flow over the der- 
rick, Before a tank was set up the well 
flowed about 50u barrels, and after a tank was 
erected it filled one 250-barrel tank. ‘The well 
was “ubed with two-inch and put to pumping. 
Should this well show good staying qualities 
considerable test work will be started. 

Ashland county is still the most active of 
the gas fields, some fair-sized gassers being 
completed there the past week. Near North 
Amherst, in Lorain county, the Ohio Fuel Sup- 
ply Company has leased all the available ter- 
ritory, and with the Logan Natural Gas and 
Fuel Company has recorded no less than 1,500 
leases during the last few weeks. If the new 
territory comes up to expectations, the Ohio 
Fuel Supp!y Company will put in a gas line to 
Cleveland, while the Logan Natural Gas and 
Fuel Company hopes to supply Lorain, Elyria 
and Oberlin frcm the same field. 

It will be but a short time until the Ohio 
Fuel Supply Company will have a new and pro- 
ductive field from which to draw their supply 
of gas. The large main ‘from the compressor 
station at Homer, in Licking county to the 
new Ashland county field, which has_ been 
under construction for some time, will be 
completed, and within a few weeks the natu- 
ral fluid will be turned into it, This will give 
the company an enormous amount of gas upon 
= to draw for their patrons throughout 
Ihio. 

Development work in the Gore-Straitsville 
end of the Central Ohio field is being pushed 
rapidly, and a number of wells are due in 
the sand, some of them being important as 
they touch an extension to the producing area, 
The wildcat well on the John Turnbull farm, 
just two miles east of New Straitsville, came 
in the past week a duster. At Gore there is 
much activity, and this and the work in the 
Straitsville field should keep the operators 
busy during the winter months. 

The gauges of the wells making over 50 bar- 
rels a day in the Gore-Straitsville field are as 
follows:—No. 1, William Williams, 55 barrels;

Overproduction Depresses California 


Oil Situation. 
Los Angeles, Nov. 11, 1911. 


The question now asked among oil men is:— 
How long will the present depression in the 
business continue? It may be answered 
with the statement that so long as the oil 
men themselves persist in drilling in weils 
it will continue, and there appears to be no 
relief in sight in anything but a _ general 
shutdown, 

Field reports for October indicate that the 
production will be as large or larger than it 
was in September. Although there is noted 
a falling off in new operations, the Sunset- 
Midway output will no doubt be the largest in 
its history, as many of the big wells have 
been cleared of sand and during the month 
produced steadily. 

With this unfavorable outlook, however, 
many oil men insist that they see in recent 
events in connection with the business grounds 
for believing the price of oil will actually 
advance, apparently overlooking the fact that 
there is still a daily overproduction of 25,000 
barrels. The optimists, to bolster up their 
opinions, call attention to an expanding mar- 
ket, which no one else can see, and to the 
proposed adoption by the United States Navy 
of fuel oil and many other things that are 
as yet a long way in the future. They add 
that on account of these things the big mar- 
keters are trying to scare the producer into 
signing long time low priced contracts, again 
overlooking the fact that the probable reason 
for the marketing concerns refusing any more 
loose or spot oil is that every barrel of 
available storage is already full. 


PRICES. 


Following the announcement made by the 
Associated Oil Company last week that it 
would take no more oil in daily runs, comes 
the report that the Standard has cut the price 
on daily runs from 30 cents to 20 cents per 
barrel. This is the oil purchased from com- 
panies outside the Agency and with no con- 
tracts, but run from day to day and paid for 
at the prevailing price of 30 cents. It is 
known, however, that the Standard has for 
some time been buying very little oil on daily 
runs, and it is doubtful if there has been 
any cut in the price, although quite probable 
that the company is refusing spot oil en- 
tirely. The statement that this policy has 
been adopted by the Standard and Associated 
in order to force the producers into signing 
long time contracts at 30 cents is taken with 
allowance, especially in view of the fact that 
the Standard has been making and is making 
just such contracts for all the oil it appar- 
ently cares to buy. The fact is, under present 
conditions there are very few outside com- 
panies that would not willingly enter into a 
contract at 30 cents per barrel for their pro- 
duction and would probably sign a two or 
three years’ contract. From the present out- 
look there is no probability that the price will 
be any better than that for at least two years. 

History seems to be repeating itself here, 
in this:—that the producers continue to drill 
in wells, causing a big overproduction, and 
at the same time condemn the Standard for 
knocking down the price. The fact does not 
seem to be taken into consideration that not 
only the Standard, but the Union and_ the 
Associated as well, have for months been 
spending fortunes in constructing storage to 
take care of the oil that the operator persists 
in producing. The present price of oil is not 
justified by actual conditions, no matter what 
the producers say, and is only maintained 
by a powerful combination of the producers, 
supplemented by the willingness of the big 
marketing concerns to construct storage and 
take the oil. The day of lower prices cannot 
be put off much longer for the reason that the 
marketing companies will soon have all the 
oil they will be able to handle. The only 
rational way to secure better prices, as has 
heen demonstrated in other fields repeatedly, 
is to ston the drill. curtail the output, and 
wait until consumption catches up with pro- 
duction, or production declines to the level of 
consumption, 

VENTURA-NEWHALL. 

The Ventura county fields and the Newhall 
district, although the latter is in Tos An- 
geles county. should be considered as one. 
They are in the same range of mountains—the 
Coast Range, and the quality of the oil is about 
the same, most of it being the high-grade re- 
fining stuff. These flelds are widely scattered 
and may hardly be called fields, but rather 
poo's, as in none of them does the produc- 
tive area extend more than two or three miles 
in any direction. It is, however, believed that 
future development will prove them to_ he 
connected, and a continuous productive belt 
opeend. The different pools—of which there 








are probably fifteen—are scattered along two 
ranges of hilis separated by the Santa Clara 
Valley. On the north side of the valley are 
the Piru, Big Sespe, Little Sespe, Santa Pay; 
and Ojai povis, and on the south ‘are the New. 
hall, Tapo, ‘Torrey, Bardsdale, Sinri and 
Montebello pools. Considerable activity is noteg 
throughout the entire district, due to the fact 
that all the refiners in the State are anxious 
to get light refining oil, and for Ventura coun. 
ty oil are paying a good price, ranging 
around $l a barrel, 

There are about 45 strings of tools running 
in the entire district. The drilling is aij 
shallow, very few of the wells, except jn the 
Newhall district, reaching a depth to exceeg 
1,200 feet. The largest pools are the Santa 
Paula and the Sespe and the Newhall, 7 

The Union Oil Company has a network of 
pipe lines running to ail the fields except New. 
hall, and here the Standard markets most of 
the output. The total production of all these 
districts amounts to only 53,000 barrels a 
month, 

Ventura county is the birthplace of the 
California oil industry, and for the last thirty- 
five years or more oil has been produced here 
The Union Oil Company, under the firm name 
of Hardison & Stewart, had its beginning at 
Santa Paula, and this company still owns thou- 
sands of acres of land in difterent sections of 
the county. 

At Newha!! the Standard is the largest opera. 
tor, having purchased the property of the Pa. 
cifle Coast Oil Company, when it first began 
business in this State about eight years ago 
It has been running several strings of tools 
on this property ever since, but it has done no 
more than keep up production, and now this 
is a very insignificant part of the Standard’s 
production in this State, and the company has 
never extended its interests in this district 

The Union is operating a half-dozen proper- 
ties in the various pools, but is at present 
doing no drilling. But it is buying the greater 
part of the output and piping it to Ventura 
where the oil is shipped by boat to its refinery 
at Oleum on San Francisco Bay. 

The wells throughout the entire district only 
average about 5 barrels a day each, and a 25- 
barrel well is a big one. There has been con- 
siderable interest attracted recently to thr 
Montebello pool, which is a new one opened 
by the company of that name six months ago 
when it brought in a 200-barrel well at 850 
feet. Since then it has completed three more 
and they all rank as 100-barre]l performers or 
better. All the land in the vicinity has been 
leased and several concerns are now drilling 
The Sinri pool looked promising a year ago 
when the Scarab Oil Company brought in a 
150-barrel well, but further drilling in that 
vicinity proved a failure and this district js 
now practically abandoned. In the upper Ojai 
a large amount of drilling has been done, the 
largest operator being the Bard Oil and Asphalt 
Company. There are probably the most exten- 
sive seepages and the most pronounced surface 
indications of oi] here to be found anywhere 
in the State, but nothing but mediocre wells 
have ever been found, and unlike other sections 
of Ventura county, the oil is heavy. 

At present the greatest amount of drilling 
is going on in the Sespe district, where ten 
companies are engaged in new work. At 
Piru also a number of companies are drilling 
and several new ones are making preparations 
to begin work. The Torrey Canyon pool is 
owned entirely by the Union Oil Company, and 
the wells here were all drilled about ten years 
ago. It is said to be the richest pool in Ven- 
tura county, and the wel's are still producing 
above the average. 


PALMER UNION AFFAIRS. 


Since the recent consolidation of all the 
Palmer and Palmer Union companies’ in- 
terests under the name of the Palmer Union 
Oil Company plans for a general expansion 
of their business has been made. It was an- 
nounced some time ago that the company 
had in contemplation the construction of a 
pipe line from their property to tidewater 
and that the company would enter the field 
as a marketer of petroleum and its products, 
as well as a producer. News has just come 
of a big deal which the company has in- 
cluded with the J. L. Lamprecht interests, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, which own the big re- 
fining plant at Oilport, near Port Harford, 
and also the eight-inch pipe line which con- 
nects the refinery with the Graciosa Oil 
Company's property in the Santa Maria field, 
Neither the refinery nor the pipe line have 
been operated for a long time, owing to 
the failure of the Graciosa company’s wells. 

Under the arrangements just made a work- 
ing agreement has been entered into where- 
by the Palmer Union is to be given the use 
of the pipe line for transporting its oil to 
seaboard, and in return is to give a stated 
amount of oil to the refining company, and 
the plant is to be put in operation as soon 
as possible. It will be necessary to build 
about fifteen miles of pipe line from_ the 
Graciosa property in the old field to the Pal- 
mer property in Cat Canyon. 

The Palmer Union has just secured con- 
tracts with a number of concerns in Port- 
land and Seattle which call for an aggre- 
gate of 60,000 barrels of oil per month, at a 
price equal to 75 cents delivered. For the 
present this oil will be transported by water 
from Port Harford in Union Oil Company 
vessels, a satisfactory arrangement having 
been made with the latter concern, because 
the business is new and does not come in 
competition with any of the Union's trade in 
these cities. 

The Palmer Union thus takes its place as 
one of the strongest ofl companies in the 


State. 
FIELD NOTES. 


The “gasoline from gas” business is likely 
to become a flourishing industry in the Call- 
fornia fields in the near future. In the 
Santa Maria field the Bessemer Gas Engine 
Company’s experts have been making tests 
for some time and find the gas very rich in 
gasoline, some of it testing as high as five 
gallons to the 1,000 cubic feet of gas. 
is said the Union Oil Company_ will estab- 
lish a gasoline plant on their Santa Maria 
property. 

The Valley Oil Company, drilling on land 
almost within the town limits of Coalinga 
has finished its well at 3,285 feet, and it is 
reported to be pumping 400 barrels a day. 
This company has been at work two years 
on this well and have spent $110,000. 

The Lost Hills is credited with another big 
well, brought in last Saturday by the Pres- 
tige Oil Company on section 32-26-21, south- 
east of the Universal Company’s wells on 
section 20. The well began flowing at 4 
rate estimated at 5,000 barrels a_day of 2 
degree oil, The well is now under control 
and has been shut in. The _ location is 
directly in line with other developments, 
and a good well was expected. 

The Standard has completed two of its 
1,000,000-barrel reservoirs being built at its 
storage farm in the Kern River field.

The crude oil prices continue 
while the production during the last few 
was somewhat less favorable, owing to the re- 
cent fire of the Roumanian Oilfield Company’s 
well at Bana-Moreni, which influenced the oper- 
ations of that otherwise active oil region. 
The prices for derivatives on the home market 
remained unvaried and sales for long-term de- 
liveries have been effected to a fair extent dur- 
ing the fortnight. The export movement was 
somewhat reduced, on account of the difficulty 
of transportation to Constantza, for lack of 
railroad engines taken for the military trains 
forwarded to the maneuvers, also on account 


of the Turkish-Italian war, which makes pe- 
troleum shipments by sea very difficult and 
hazardous, 

Returns from the fields show several new 
completions, Mr. Draghici’s well a 


Mislishoara de Nord, which struck oil at a 
depth of 200 meters, continues to produce ten 
tons a day. Well No, 8 to Thuman became 
productive at a depth of 445 meters, and now 
they are making preparations for bailing. Well 
No. 101 to the Orion Company at Bordeni 
became producing at 385 meters with ten-inch 
casing, with an output of eight tons per day. 
Two wells have been completed at Tzintea; 
these are well No. 2 to the British Roumanian 
Oil Company, which struck oil at 470 meters 
with ten-inch casing. This well has made 
short eruptions, but ceased producing because 
of the sand which rose in the hole. It looks 
to be a very promising well. The second is 
the Alpha Company’s well No, 23, which struck 
oil at 330 meters with sixteen-inch casing. It 
about sixty tons in twenty-four hours 
by bailing; a larger production is expected 
when the sand is cleaned away. Well No. 
1 to the Luceaferul Company at Bordeni- 
Doftanetz-sec became producing at 357 meters, 
with twelve-inch casing. This well makes con- 
tinual eruptions, the crude oil being of good 
quality—S60-870 degrees specific gravity. 


The total production of the Steana Romana 
Company averaged 1,170 tons per day, of which 
their Campina field produced 790 and _ the 
Policiori field 210 tons; the balance is credited 
to their other fields..

On the Ohio side, in the New Straitsville 
district, in Coal township, Perry county, the 
Chartiers Oil Company has completed and shot 
No. 3 on the Hocking Products Company's 
tract, which was reported as showing a good 
producer, In the New Straitsville district the 
Hazelton Oil Company’s No. 2 on the Harri- 
son Hazelton farm and the Petty Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 1 on the Bolt-Gardner farm have 
been credited with holding up at 230 and 250 
barrels, respectively. 


The production of the Electra field of Texas, 
according to a recent report, amounted to 12,000 
barrels daily, an average of nearly 350 barrels 
each of the thirty-five wells.

It will be piped to Brownwood and perhaps 
to other towns in this section and used for 
fuel and lighting purposes. The flow of the 
well was measured and shows that it is 2,- 
000,000 cubic feet every twenty-four hours. 
Other wells will be bored in the same locality, 
as the demand for the gas increases. 


According to advices from Salina Cruz, Mex- 
ico J, H. King, manager of the Dominion Oil 
and Gas Company of Marietta, Ohio, who has 
been spending some time investigating the oil 
resources of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, is 
reported to have leased large tracts of land 
on behalf of his company, and extensive ex- 
ploitation of the properties will soon be start- 
ed. The British-Mexican syndicate, headed by 
Lord Cowdray, own large bodies of oil land 
upon the isthmus and also in the State of 
Tabasco, and some of these holdings have 
been well developed as to their oil resources. 
During the last year, however, this syndicate 
has not shown much activity in its oil opera- 
tions in this part of the country, due, it is 
said, to the larger flows of oil that are ob- 
tained in the wells which it is putting down 
in the Tampico region.

OBITUARY. 


Henry F. James. 


Henry EF. James, an oil operator of 
Frankiin, Pa., died suddenly November 
i, from the effects of a stroke of paralysis 
sustained while visiting the schools of 
Sugarcreek township in the afternoon. 

Mr. James was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., December 3, 1841. He learned the 
trade of a cooper and afterwards engageu 
in the whaling business and he engaged 
in a limited way in the production of fish 
oil. In 1861 he went to Vanango county, 
Pa., attracted by the great petroleum in- 
dustry and its development. Early in 
Isi4 he superintended large and important 
oil interests at Pithole, and is numbered 
among the pioneers in that once famous 
field. In 1871 Mr. James moved to Sugar- 
creek township and took charge of the 
Franklin pipe line. Soon after he leased 
the old MecCalmont farm and _ began 
operating on his own account with much 
success, At the time of his death he was 
ranked among the heaviest and most 
successful operators in the heavy oil 
business, 

His wife, who was a native of Massa- 
chusetts, and two children, Mrs. Charles 
Hl. Hollister and Frank James, both of 
Sugarcreek township, survive him He 
leaves also three brothers and one sister, 
O. 8. James, of Bradford; Horace James, 
of Plaintield, Conn.; Alexander James and 
Mrs. Little Long, both of Nantucket, 
Mass. Horace G. James, of Independence. 
Kan., is a nephew of the deceased.

It will cost $8,000 to move the plunt 
but after it is in its new home, the 
company will produce two tons of wax 
daily. 


Since the sale in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings of the Palmer Window Glass 
Company, of Shinglehouse, N, Y., the 
referee, A, M. Crandall, has made up 
a decree as to the distribution of the 
proceeds of the sale. The unsecured 
creditors of the company will get $238,-

for the first mortgage bondholders, re- 
sold to the Empire Glass Company. 


At a meeting of the Paint Committee 
of the Newcastle and Gateshead Cham- 
ber of Commerce, held in the Mayor's 
chamber, Guildhall, Newcastle, Oc- 
tober 28, the chairman, Max Holzapfel, 
reported as to the evidence he had 
given to the Departmental Committee 
at the home office on the use of lead 
compounds in the manufacture of paint, 
and stated, as his opinion, that their 
use in paints are likely to be pro- 
hibited. 


The Tidewater Power Company, of 
Wilmington, N. C., is installing a new 
and modern apparatus for the manu- 
facture of gas.

Tax Drawback on Witch Hazel. 
Washington, Nov. 17, 1911. 


The Treasury Department in a letter to 
the Collector of Customs at _ Boston, 
Mass., has given the following instruc- 
tions regarding drawback to be allowed 
on witch hazel, manufactured with the 
use of domestic tax-paid alcohol:— 

Drawback is hereby allowed under section 25 
of the tariff act of August 5, 1909, and the reg- 
ulations promulgated thereunder, T. D. 31695 
of June 16, 1911, on witch hazel manufactured 
by E. A. & W. E. Child, of East Hampton, 
Conn., with the use of domestic tax-paid 
alcohol. 

The quantity of alcohol which may be al- 
lowed may equal the quantity used, provided it 
shall not exceed 17 per cent. of the exported 
article, this percentage being based upon abso- 
lute alcohol.

Gas, Illuminating and Heating. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT FOR 1909 ISSUED 
BY THE CENSUS BUREAU. 


Washington, Nov. 14, 1911. 


A preliminary statement of the general 
results of the thirteenth census of estab- 
lishments engaged in the manufacture of 
gas, illuminating and heating, was issuea 
to-day by Census Director Durand. It 
contains summaries which give the gen- 
eral figures for 1904 and 1909, and compare 
the different products by kind and quan- 
tity. The statistics do not include gas 
made in coke and other establishments 
producing gas as a by-product, or pro- 
ducer and blast-furnace gas for power 
and furnace purposes made by establish- 
ments in which they were consumed. The 
report was made under the direction of 
William M. Steuart, chief statistician for 
manufactures, Bureau of the Census. The 
figures are subject to such revision as 
may be necessary after a further exami- 
nation of the original reports. 


THE RATES OF INCREASE. 

The general summary shows increases 
in all the items at the census of 1909, as 
@ompared with that for 1904, except for 
miscellaneous expenses, which decreasca 
6 per cent. 

The number of establishments increased 
27 per cent.; capital invested, 26 per cent.; 
the gross value of products, 33 per cent.; 
cost of materials, 41 per cent.; value added 
by manufacture, 30 per cent.; average 
number of wage earners employed during 
the year, 22 per cent.; amount paid for 
wages, 23 per cent.; number of salaried 
officials and clerks, 44 per cent.; amount 
aid in salaries, 46 per cent.; primary 
orsepower, 76 per cent. 

There were 1,29 manufacturing estab- 
lishinents in 1909 and 1,019 in 1904, an 
increase of 27 per cent. 

The capital invested as reported in 1909 
was $915,537,000, a gain of $190,502,000, or 
26 per cent. over $725,035,000 in 194. The 
average capital per establishment was 
approximately $706,000 in 1909 and $712,000 
in 1904. 

VALUE OF PRODUCTS. 

The value of products was $166,814,000 
in 1909 and $125,145,000 im 1904, an increase 
of $41,669,000, or 23 per cent. The aver- 
age per establishment was approximately 
$128,000 in 1909 and $123,000 in 1904. 


COST OF MATERIALS USED. 


The cost of materials used was $52,428,000 
in 1909, as against $37,180,000 in 1904, an in- 
crease of $15,248,000, or 41 per cent. In 
addition to the component materials 
which enter into the products of the es- 
tablishment for the census year there 
are included fuel, rent of power and heat, 
and mill supplies. 


VALUE ADDED BY MANUFACTURE. 

The value added by manufacture was 
$114,386,000 in 1909 and $87,965,000 in 1904, 
an increase of $26,421,000, or 30 per cent. 
This item formed 69 per cent. of the total 
value of products in 1909 and 70 per cent. 
in 19044. The value added by manufacture 
represents the difference between the cost 
of materials used and the value of prod- 
ucts after the manufacturing processes 
have been expendéd upon them. It is the 
best measure of the relative importance 
of industries. 

The miscellaneous ‘expenses amounted 
to $27,757,000 in 199 and $29,557,000 in 1904, 
a decrease of $1,800,000, or 6 per cent. 
Miscellaneous expenses include rent of 
factory or works, taxes, and amount paid 
for contract work, as well as such office 
and other expenses as cannot be else- 
where classified. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 

The salaries and wages amounted to 
$33,316,000 in 1909 and $25,522,000 in 1904, an 
increase of $7,794,000, or 31 per cent. 

The number of salaried officials and 
clerks was 13,515 in 1909 and 9,406 in 1904, 
an increase of 44 per cent.; their salaries 
increased from $8,464,000 to $12,385,000, or 
46 per cent. 

The average number of wage earners 
employed during the year was 37,215 in 
1909 and 30,566 in 1904, an increase of 6,649, 
or 22 per cent.; their wages increased from 
$17,058,000 to $20,931,000, or 23 per cent. 

The primary horsepower was 128,350 in 
1909 and 73,101 in 1904, an increase of 76 
per cent. 

The average horsepower per establisn- 
ment, considering all establishments, was 
approximately 99 horsepower in 1309 and 
i2 in 1964. 


GAS AND GAS BY-PRODUCTS, BY KIND 
AND QUANTITY. 

The number of thousand cubic feet of 
gas produced was 150,835,793 in 19099 and 
112,549,979 in 1904, an increase of 34 per 
cent. 

Carbureted water gas was the kind 
most largely manufactured, increasing 
from 54,687,418 thousand cubic feet in 
1904 to 79,418,486 in 1909, a gain of 45 per 
cent. In 1909 it constituted 53 per cent. 
of all kinds; in 194, 49 per cent. Mixed 
coal and water gas was the next in im- 
portance, with 40,775,283 thousand cubic 
feet in 189 and 40,980,414 in 1904, a de- 
crease of 1 per cent. Straight coal gas 
increased from 12,693,034 thousand cubic 
feet in 1904 to 19,985,253 in 1909, a gain of 
‘7 ver cent. : 

The greatest percentages of increase in 





specified gases are shown for acetylene, 
oil, and straight water gas, in the order 
named, although the quantities of each 
of these kinds are comparatively small. 
Acetylene gas increased from 7,880 thou- 
sand cubic feet in 1904 to 25,186 in 1909, 
a gain of 220 per cent.; oil gas, from 
3,441,352 in 1904 to 8,688,860 in 1909, or 15z 
per cent.; and straight water gas from 
715,550 in 1904 to 1,726,082 in 1909, or 141 per 
cent. 

There was a decrease in the production 
of coke for sale from 89,186,434 bushels in 
1904 to 82,049,683 in 1909, or 8 per cent.; but 
the production of tar increased from 
67,615,421 gallons in 1904 to 92,152,938 in 1909, 
or 36 per cent. 

The figures do not include the gas and 
tar made in retort or by-product coke 
ovens. 
Iour establishments engaged primarily 

the manufacture of other products 
made gas, coke and tar as by-products 
in 1909. If these be added, the figures 
for straight coal gas become 20,012,811 
thousand cubic feet and for acetylene 
gas 38,256 thousand cubic feet; for coke, 
$2,094,030 bushels, and for tar, 92,191,308 
gallons. The by-products for 1904 are not 
available.

Wealth from Colorado River. 
Washington, Novy, 17, 1911. 

The Colorado River discharges during 
an average year into the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia 338,000,000 tons of mud and silt as 
suspended matter. In addition to this the 
dissolved substances in the water include 
4,550,000 tons of sodium chloride, or com- 
mon salt; 3,740,000 tons of Glauber’s salts, 
4,000,000 tons of lime, 2,400,000 tons of 
sypsum and 4,800,000 tons of Epsom salts. 
in spite of all this dissolved material 
the Colorado at its mouth is not con- 
sidered to be a stream of unusually high 
mineralization for that region of the 
country. The reason is that the river also 
carries so enormous an amount of water 
that the dissolved salts constitute a com- 
paratively small proportion of the total 
discharge. Other streams in the country 
contain dissolved salts in greater con- 
centration—for example, the Elm Fork of 
Red River, in Oklahoma, discharges near- 
ly 1,300,000 tons of common salt annually. 
Although this amount is not so great as 
that discharged by the Colorado, it is 
much greater in proportion to the size of 
the area drained. The discharge of salt 
from the Colorado is equal to twenty tons 
annually to each square mile drained by 
the river, but the salt in Elm Fork of 
Red River is equal to 1,600 tons per square 
mile of area drained. The same river 
discharges annually 177,000 tons of Epsom 
salts, 690,000 tons of gypsum and 54,000 
tons of lime. These quantities, too, are 
considerably greater than those carried 
in the Colorado in proportion to the size 
of the drainage area. 

Belle Fourche River, at Belle Fourche, 
S. D., discharges 191,000 tons of gypsum, 
19,000 tons of Glauber’s salts and 236,000 
tons of Epsom salts. The mud and silt 
carried in suspension by this river amount 
to 1,100,000 tons. Milk River at Havre, 
Mont., discharges annually 41,000 tons of 
soda; Payette River, in Idaho, discharges 
46,000 tons; Salt River at Roosevelt, Ariz., 
discharges 288,000 tons of salt and 170,000 
tons of Mpsom salts, and the Rio Grande 
discharges 245,000 tons of lime and 368,000 
tons of Glauber's salts, 

The foregoing are a few of the figures 
of incidental interest presented by Water 
aupply Paper 274 of the United States 
Geological Survey, entitled “Some stream 
waters of the Western United States.”’ 
The work reported by this volume is, 
however, of higher practical importance 
than the above statement would indicate. 
It is the result of an investigation of the 
quality of Western stream waters made 





for the purpose of determining their 
availability for use for irrigation and 
other purposes. For a water supply sys- 


tein the quality of the water available 
determines its usefulness quite as much 
as the quantity. Some waters contain 


ingredients that make it impossible to use 
them for irrigation unless certain pre- 
cautions are taken in applying them to 
the land and in draining them off. Cer- 
tain ingredients in water make it un- 
available or destructive if used in boilers 
and the quality of water used in manu- 
facturing plants may very largely deter- 
mine the quality of the product of man- 
ufacture, The report just published there- 
fore cannot fail to be of material value 
to the manufacturing) and agricultural 
interests of the West, and the proper 
consideration of the information that it 
contains will prevent many costly mis- 
takes in connection with the industrial 
development of that part of the country.

pigment of considerable body or hiding 
power is required that is not subject to 
change like lead carbonate and has not 
the briltle character of zinc oxide, be- 
sides being sold at a lower figure than 


either of these. Nevertheless it is still 
comparatively new to the general paint- 
ing trade, Because of our tariff protec- 
tiun its manufacture in this country has 
made great progress, Yet in spite of this 
and the duty imposed on it, the imports 
are suill in excess of the quantity manu- 
tactured here. A short history of Its 
origin will no doubt prove of interest to 
our readers, 
As early 
phide Wis 
for coloring 


as sixty years ago, zinc sul- 
first thought of as a pigmenr 
India rubber and a patent 
for the process of its manufacture was 
jssued in England. But it was not until 
twenty yeurs later that zinc sulphide and 
its munufacture was seriously consider d 
as a pigment for paint, and in Isid a 
patent was issued for a process of man- 
ufacturing a White pigment, composed of 
ginc sulphide and barium sulphate, known 
as Charlton white, also as Orr's white 
enamel, ‘Chis was followed in 1s8i6 by a 
patent issued to a manufacturer named 
Grimth and the product, which Was 
simiar in character to Charlton white, 
was known as Griffith's patent zine white, 
in 1siy another patent tor a more novel 
process Wis obtained by Griffith & Caw- 
ley, the product made under this process 
proving the best of the serles placed upon 
the market up to that date. After that 
time many new processes were patented, 
all, however, tending to the same object, 
that of producing a white pigment, com- 
posed ol zine sulphide and barium cuar- 
ponate, the results, however, in many 
cases cnding with failure. 

In the meantime, the chemical factories 
of Continental Murope, principally in 


Germany, Austria and Belgium, had 
taken hold of the novelty and under the 
collective name of lithopone or litho- 


phone, by numerous processes, produced 
various grades of the pigment, branding 
the respective qualities as red seal, green 
seal, yellow seal, blue seal, etec., or sell- 
ing them under some fancy name. Of this 
we shall speak later on. ‘The crusade 
against the use of white lead in the va- 
rious countries of Continental lurope, as- 
sisted the manufacturers, to a very great 
extent, in marketing their products, not 
only to industrial concerns, as has been 
the case in this country, until recently, 














but to the general painting trade. Up to 
Isso the imports into this country were 
comparatively small. At that time one 
of the largest concerns manufacturing 


oilcloth and linoleum in the State of New 
Jersey began to import and use Charlton 
oileloth 


White, Shortly after that other 

manufacturers followed suit, replacing 
zinc white with lithopone in the making 
of white tablecloth, ete., and later on 
abandoning the use of white lead in floor 
cloth and linoleum. This gave an Iim- 
petus to several chemical concerns, who 


erected plants and began to manufacture 
the pigment, Competition among the 
manutacturers and the activity of the 
importers induced other industries lo ex- 
periment with lithopone, and the shade 
cloth makers, who formerly used white 
lead chiefly, are now among the largest 
consumers, Makers of India rubber goods, 
implement makers and paint manufac- 
turers are also consumers of great quan- 
tities, and the demand is very much on 
the increase, as the nature of the pigment 
is becoming better understood and its de- 
fects brought under control, Large quan- 
tities find their way into floor paints, 
machinery paints, implement paints and 
enamel paints, while the flat wall paints 
that have of late come into such extensive 






use owe their existence to the use of 
lithopone in their makeup. 
Having thus described the origin and 


uses of the pigment, we now come to the 
question, what is lithopone? It is, in 
Short, a chemical compound usually con- 
sisting of $0.5 per cent. zine sulphide, 1.5 
per cent. zine oxide and 68 per cent. 
barium sulphate, but these proportions 
vary slightly in the different makes. 
Lithopone of this composition is sold as 
the highest grade, either as red seal or 
green seal, as it best suits the idea of the 
manufacturer Many manufacturers, 
especially in Europe, sell and also export 
other brands under other seals, containing 
“4, 20, 18 and as little as 12 per cent, ol 
zinc sulphide with very small percentages 
of zinc oxide, the balance being usually 
barium sulphate, but sometimes certain 
portions of China clay or gypsum (cal- 
Clum sulphate) or whiting (barium car- 
bonate). Such brands are not a chemicat 
compound, but mechanical mixtures of 
the chemically compounded lithopone 
and the admixtures referred to. 

The brands of lithopone of the normal 
class, that of chemical manufacture, are 
marketed under such names as Ponolith, 
Beckton White, Jersey Lily White, Oleum 
White, Zine Sulphide White, all of these 
being of domestic manufacture, and their 
composition is of the 30 per cent, zine sul- 


Phate type. The German manufacturers 
and exporters of lithopone make use of

However, When Ilitho- 
pone has not been turnaced up to tne 
required time, it will require a much 


greater percentage of oii for grinding anu 
more thinners for spreading thun the nor- 
mal pigment. Pigment of that character 
is not well adapted for use in the mun- 
ufaucture of paints, as it lacks in body and 
colour resisting properties and does not 
work well under the brush, 1n those in- 
dustrics, where the paint can be applied 
With jnachinery, as in shade cloth mak- 
ing, ele., ik appears to be preferred, be- 
cuuse Of these very defects. As this sort 
of lithopone, groand in linseed oil in paste 
lorm, is thinned for application to the 
eloth with benzine only, and on account 
of its greater tendency to thicken, re- 
quires more of this comparatively cheap 
thinning medium, it is preferred by most 
of the munufacturers Ot machine painted 
shude Cloth. Another point considered by 
them is that it does not require as much 
coloring matter to tint tne white paste tu 
the required standard depth as would be 
the case if the lithopone were of the 
stundard required for tne making of paint 
cr enamels. On the other hand, the litho- 
pune preterred by the shade cloth trade 
would prove a failure in the manufucture 
of oil paints and much more so, when 
used as a pigment in the so-culled enamel 
or varnish paints. Kvery paint manufac- 
curer knows, or should know, that a pig- 
inenl Containing hygroscopic moisture does 
“uot work well with oil and driers in a 
paint and that with varnish especially it 
is very susceptible to livering on sianding 
and to becoming puffed to such an extent 
us to make it unworkable under tie 
brush. While the process of making litho- 
polle is not very ditticult or complicated, 
ihe success of obtaining a first cluss prod- 
uct depends to a great extent on the 
purity of the material used. Foreign sub- 
stiunces in these are readily eliminated by 
careful manipulation, which, however, re- 
quires thorough knowledge and = great 
care, as Otherwise the result will be a 
failure, rendering a product of bad color 
and lack of covering power. 

The materials used in a successful litho- 
pohe plant comprise barytes (crude), coal, 
zine spelter, oil of vitriol, common salt, 
sul aramoniauc, soljium phosphate, chlorate 
of poiush, calcium chloride and caustic 


suda, ‘laking the average figures for sev- 
eral years, the percentages by weight of 
the consumption of eacn of these mate- 


rials ave us tollows:—Crude barytes, 37.30 
per ceht.; bituminous coal, 26.59 per cent.; 
zine spelter or scrap zine, 9.63 per cent.; 
oil of vitriol, 22.05 per cent.; rock sult, 
vo per cent.; sal ammoniac, .44 per cent.; 
sodium phosphate, .14 per cent.; chlorate 
of potash, .sL per cent.; calcium chloride 
lS per cent,; caustic soda, .2 per cent. The 
average yield of lithopone from this ma- 
terial was 41 per cent of a normal 
grade, averaging 29.85 per cent. zinc sul- 
phide, 1.68 per cent. zine oxide and 68.52 
per cent, barium sulphate. 

The cost of manufacture naturally de- 
pends, in the first place, upon the ijoca- 
tion of tne plant, a plentiful supply of 
clear water, as enormuus quantities are 
required for the washing of the prod- 
uct; facilities for discharging the ma- 
terials from railroad cars or_ boats, 
economical methods of handling the same, 
up-ty-date crushers, mills and furnaces, 
Neither must the placing of levigating 
tanks, filter presses and drying ovens or 
kilns be lost sight of and it will be 
noted that it requires quite a plant full of 
apparatus to manufacture a paying quan- 
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‘ity of lithopone, On the other hand, to 
run it must economically, is to hiuve it 
going day and night, with double shifts 
of men and only shut down when it be- 
comes necessary to clean out and repair 
furnaces, ete., because every shutdown 
means quite an item of expense and a 


liability to produce inferior products 
until the plant is again in normal work- 
ing order. Without going into minute de- 
tails we may say, that for a plant with 
“a capacity of ten tons every twenty-four 
hours a building, at a cost of about 
$25,000, fitted out with apparatus, costing 
as much more is required. The appara- 
tus, including engine for running two re- 
verberatory furnaces, a crusher for break- 
ing the crude barytes, at least four large 
buhrstone mulls, disintegrator, elevator, 





ete,, and to furnish steam heat for dry- 
ing rooms, consists of one or two rever- 
beratory furnaces, a series of muffle fur- 
naces, lined tanks for the zine sulphate 
and barium’ sulphide’ solutions, thirty 
vats of about 1,500 gallons capacity for 
wishing the product, filtering presses, 
trays for handling the filtrate and dry- 
ing chambers for same, aside from nu- 


merous other tools and appliances. Where 
perfectly clear water cannot be had 
large tankage for fitering the water for

cakes so formed are placed on wooden 
trays, the trays stacked up on suitabie 
trucks and these put into drying rooms 


usually built of metal and heated by ex- 
haust steam, which is augmented by jets 
of live steam. When the cakes of litho- 
pone have dried, they are fed into tne 
hopper of a disintegrator, which  pul- 
verizes the lumps into a powder of uni- 
form fineness, and when this powder has 
been put up in barrels or casks of suii- 


able size, the product is ready for the 
market. 

in our percentages of materials re- 
quired to produce lithopone of standard 


quality, we have included in the item of 
bituminous coal, not only the percentage 
for use in the black ash, but algo tie 
coal required as fuel for the engine and 
the furnaces, It must be noted that of 
lute crude petroleum has become quite 
u favorite for firing boilers, furnaces, 
ete., On account of the greater heat pro- 
duced, but it is an open question whether 
or not its use is not detrimental to the 
‘ite of a furnace and whether it is really 
more economical. The one great feature 
about the manufacture of lithopone, as 
compared with that of white lead is in 
its quick manufacture, for a working 
batch of lithopone can be turned out in 
three or four days, whereas even quick 
process white lead will require at least 
one month from the time the pig lead is 
unloaded, with one single exception, that 
of the so-called mild process of white 
lead. It stands to reason that the capitai 
tied up in a lithopone plant is very much 
smaller than in the case of white lead 
manufacture. Another advantage of the 
process as against that of white lead mak- 
ing is that the health of the workmen 
is not as much in danger, though by no 
means pleasant, on account of the vapors 
and the heat. The cost of manufacture, 
exclusive of the capital invested, but in- 
cluding repairs to apparatus, superin- 
tendence and labor should not exceed $10 
per ton (2,000 pounds), while the cost of 
material, packages, etc., necessarily va- 
ries with the condition of the market. 
As stated in the beginning of this 

ticle, the white pigment known under 
collective term lithopone white, is 

coming more and more appreciated, not 
only in the special industries referred 
to, but also by paint manufacturers and 
painters. That it required so long a time 
to bring this about was due to the many 
failures wWnen it was being used for paint- 
ing exterior surfaces without a thorough 
knowledge of its characteristics. That it 
should not be employed in place of zinc 
oxide in admixture with white lead (lead 
carbonate) and that driers with lead com- 
pounds should not be used when being 
mixed for spreading was well understood 
by chemists and most all paint manufac- 
turers, but to the general consumer this 
information was a sealed book. Many of 
the so-called combination leads or com- 
bination whites had this zine sulphide 
white as their base, because of its com- 
paratively lesser cost and greater hiding 
power as against zine oxide, and wherever 
discoloration or blackening of white sur- 
faces resulted on exterior, where such 
combination whites were used, misleading 
explanations were usually made. This 1s 
now becoming better understood and paint 
manufacturers will confine the use of 
lithopone to colored paints for exteriors 
and so far as clear white is concerned 
to interior painting material. The tend- 
ency of lithopone to become gray when 
exposed to the direct rays of the sun has 
caused many a sleepless night to manu- 
facturing chemists engaged in the produc- 
tion of lithopone and, while the subject 
is becoming better understood from year 
to year, and while many claim that they 
have discovered the cause and a remedy 
for the trouble, it crops out every once 
in a while unexpectedly with the very 
material for which a freedom from the 
effects of sunlight is claimed. When 
lithopone is mixed with water to a paste 
and applied to a strip of glass or other 
surface and immediately exposed to di- 
rect sunlight, the white assumes as the 
water evaporates a gray color, sometimes 
it becomes nearly black. When the strip 
is removed to a dark ptace the material 
becomes nearly if not quite white again. 
This property of absorbing light and giv-

Was mixed with the same vehicle, damat 
varnish trom the same package in lke 
proportions and applied side by side on a 


strip olf wood, previously couted with zinc 
oXlue puint and cxXpuosed at the sume time 
tu the south during the day. No remurk- 


able change occurred until next mornibdy, 
ufter the sun had been out tor an hvuur, 
When every one of the samples had be- 
come discolored to a greater or less eXx- 


tent, two of the ten sumples being nearly 
bluck, six huving assumed the gray ol 
agateware, while the other two showed a 


very light lead color tint. On exumuina- 
lion it was tound that none of tie sam- 
ples were dry, all showing the same de- 


cided tuck. There hau been @ slight pre- 
cipitation of dew during the night, which 
may account for the result, as it is a fact, 
that the presence of moisture in or On 
liihopoue paint will aid in its discolo:ation 
by sunlight. ‘Yhe singular phenomenon in 
this test was, that after two days and 
nights, when the damuar varnish had dried 
hard, all but the two darkest of the sam- 
ples had regained theic whiteness, while 
these two had assumed a dark cream tint, 

Whether the acidity of the varnish as- 
sisted in the discoloration of the samples 
tne writer does not care to say, but he is 
quite certain that lithopone, when mixed 
with gloss oil, a solution of ordinary pine 
rosin and petroleum naphtha, and applied 
to an exposed surface, as on the head of 
a barrel, standing in sunlight, will turn 
a dark gray in a tew minutes without the 
presence of moisture. Still, that mois- 
ture will have a disastrous effect on paint 
made with lithopone when exposed has 
been proved by the writer, who tested 
out paints with lithopone as the base, 
thinned with linseed oil and manganese 
drier, to which various percentages of a 
Watery emulsion was added. Even though 
the paints were tinted, the results were 
astonishing, the greatest change show- 
ing in the tests made with the paint hav- 
ing the greatest percentage of emulsion. 

‘There are many engaged in the manu- 
facture of lithopone here and abroad who 
claim that they have perfected their 
processes so as to overcome all the ob- 
jections to its use on exteriors and even 
have obtained patents to protect their 
inventions, but it is wise to be skeptical 
and make use of this wonderful pigment 
where it is known to be safe. ‘The re- 
sults shown by the panels painted with 
lithopone on the Atlantic City test fence 
on which a very high grade of lithopone 
Was used, seem to prove that so far litho- 
pone, because of its lack of durability, 
not to speak of discoloration (which was 
not seriously considered) is not to be con- 
sidered as a good exterior paint, at least 
not, when thinned in the same manner 
as lead and zin@ paint. Summing up its 
advantages and prospects, we may say, 
that it has come to stay and that a great 
future is before it, if not in the general 
line of exterior painting and decorating, 
it will be for interior work and in in- 
dustrial consumption, which will increase 
from year to year as the country grows 
still more and more. As stated before, it 
has within the last few years, made 
great strides in the manufacture of in- 
terior flat wall paint, where it is more 
Sanitary than white lead paint, flatting 
far better than zine white paint, and be- 
ing more durable than cold water paint, 
at the same time being moderate in cost. 
It has become indispensable with oilcloth 
and shade cloth makers, in the rubber 
making industry and to many paint man- 
ufacturers in the production of floor 
paints, ship paints and cheap grades of 
enamel. 

And it is in this pigment that the much- 
abused mineral, barytes or barium sul- 
phate, has found a place where it has 
rehabilitated itself as the very useful 
adjunct to paints, that it really is and 
always has been. Here is, where it does 
not serve simply as a make weight or 
extender, but as a helpmate.

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Foreign Flax Crops.

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Quality and Condition of Drugs. 


DR. H. H. RUSBY DESCRIBES IMPORTS 
AT NEW YORK IN PAPER READ BE- 
FORE PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
AT BOSTON MEETING. 


Dr. H. H. Rusby, pharmacognosist on 
the staff of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
with headquarters at the Port of New 
York, was a member of the Committee 
on the Drug Market of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association last year. 
This committee made its report at the 
annual meeting of the association held 
ut Koston, each member signing the 
matter he contributed to the report. Cer- 
tain things, signed by Dr. Rusby, and 
herewith given as being of especial in- 
terest to the readers of the Reporter:— 


Aloes, Moka.—It is an amazing fact that 
American dealers and manufacturers have for 
year past permitted themselves to be supplied 
with this substance under the name of soco- 
trine aloes. So general has the custom been 
that it has caused the greatest indignation for 
the Federal authorities now to reject the arti- 
cle when so called on the ground that it is 
misbranded. It is quite true that this artcile 
has been geographically classed with socotrine 
aloes, although this classification is not strictly 
correct. From every other point of view it is 
entirely distinct and it is as inferior and ob- 
jectionable as it is distinct. The substance is 
black and soft like thin tar, and is exceedingly 
disgusting in odor and taste. It contains a 
much larger amount of albuminous matter than 
official aloes. In fact, I should say that, where- 
as socotrine aloes is considered the best variety, 
Moka aloes is about the poorest. The rejection 
by our authorities of this spurious article has 
met with vehement protests from the European 
shippers, but it is undoubtedly to be continued, 
and it would be well for all concerned to be- 
come advised of the facts without delay, so as 
to accommodate themselves to the new condi- 
tions, 





Asafeetida.—The_ difficulties of the year 
in relation to asafetida have been much 
greater than those connected with any other 
article. The difficulty originates in the fact 
that it is not known what properties should 
constitute a standard for asafeetida. With no 
standard in existence how can one be en- 


forced? We know that two or more plants, but 
no one knows how many, yield gum resins for 
which the name asafcetida has always been ac- 
cepted, no matter whether these substances 
were supplied separately or in a mixture. We 
also know that gum resins to which the name 
does not belong are often mixed with asafcetida 
and that they take the odor and taste of the 


latter. When we are able to pick out these 
pieces and determine them as ammoniac, 
olibanum and galbanum, as we have been 


doing, we are able to declare such an asafcetida 
as adulterated. When, on the other hand, some 
of the substances so picked out are unknown 
and have the asafcetida odor and taste, it is a 
matter of opinion as to whether they form a 
legitimate part of the asafcetida or not. With 
this situation we are frequently confronted and 
the very best of judges are sharply at variance 
in their opinions. The situation, moreover, is 
much worse than appears in this statement, as 
the dealers are not usually good judges nor 
careful examiners and they firmly and with sin- 
cerity claim the right to the goods, even when 
it is easy to demonstrate the presence of adul- 
terants. Add to such cases the many in which 
the dealers know the article is adulterated, 
vet endeavor to get it through surreptitiously, 
and it will be realized that there is trouble 
enough with asafcetida. It is probable that 
most of the trouble comes from differences of 
opinion and it may be said that among foreign 
shippers the opinion is general, and even exists 
among high scientific authoritles, tnat the 
United States Government is wrong and acts 
arbitrarily in its rejection of this article. It 
is not improbable that the United States au- 
thorities have erred in some cases. This series 
of difficulties must continue until some prop- 
erly qualified person shall visit the asafcetida 
region and make a thorough study of all ques- 
tions pertaining to it, obtaining typical material 
for which a standard description can he drawn 
up. The Pharmacopeia claims the authority 
to fix our standards, therefore upon it rests a 
responsibility of being correct in regard to 
them. One who assumes authority, but repu- 
diates responsibility for it. must be condemned. 

Balsam Peru.—In regard to balsam peru an 
entirely different situation exists. Notwith- 
standing that original research is needed to 
perfect our knowledge, yet every one knows 
what the article is and there is no very great 
difficulty in fixing a fairly satisfactory standard 
for it. The impropriety here is in the market- 
ing of a purely fictitious manufactured product, 
an imitation of the natural one. Not only is 
the article technically spurious and readily dis- 
tinguished by physical and chemical tests, but 
its source is such as to render its use as a sub- 
stitute for balsam peru distinctly injurious or 
even dangerous. It may be asked how such 
an article can be admitted under the law. This 
is secured by the use of the word ‘‘synthetic’’ 
prefixed to the title. Of course, this does not 
justify its admission, for such use of the word 
is not permissible. An article like quinine 
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or vanillin, of definite chemical composition 
may be made synthetically, if exactly the same 
in chemical composition as the genuine, but an 
article that admits of no chemical definition, 
but only of one that states its source (as bal- 
sam obtained from Toluifera Pereire) is not 
that substance, either synthetic or otherwise, 
unless it is derived from said source. Another 
condition out of which grows great difficulty, 
is the improper use of the phrase ‘‘for technical 
use.’”’ Articles which do not conform to the 
standard may be imported ‘‘for technical use 
only,’’ but this term is greatly abused in prac- 
tice, medicinal and pharmaceutical uses being 
often included under the term. There is the 
greatest need of some carefully studied pro- 
vision of the Pharmacopeeia for specifying just 
when and how articles differing from the stand 
ard may be admitted for technical use. 

Benzoin.—One of the greatest difficulties with 
which the government has to contend in its 
treatment of importations of this article is the 
failure of the Pharmacopeia to specify the al- 
lowable amounts of the different kinds of im- 
purity. It is a peculiar and strange fact that 
as a general rule those lots containing the 
larger amounts of bark, wood and other im 
purities of that class, have the strongest and 
finest odor, while those from which there has 
apparently been an attempt to exclude them 
are apparently less active. This may be due 
to the mechanical state of the mass, which 
leads to a greater freeing of the odorous con- 
stituents in the former case, or there may be 
an actual as well as an apparent superiority. 
This whole matter requires investigation. In 
any case, it is up to the Pharmagopceia to more 
perfectly fix the restrictions for’this drug. 

3elladonna Leaf.—There seems to be a strong 
general trend in favor of authorizing the substi- 
tution of the herb for the leaves. Should this 
proposition carry with the Pharmacopcia Com- 
mittee, without any restrictions as to size of 
stems, considerable trouble will be prepared for 
analysts. In spite of all statements to the con- 
trary, large stems are very deficient in alka- 
loidal percentage. In assaying a drug contain- 
ing such stems it will be almost impossible to 
get a representative mixture of stems and 
leaves as to proportion, unless a very large 
sample is taflen and specially powdered so as 
to be sure that the entire tissue is represented 
in such powder. 

Buchu,—The demand for buchu United States 
Pharmacopeeia has exceeded the supply and the 
price has been excessively high. This has 
stimulated the offering of long buchu, which is 
not recognized by the Pharmacopeeia, to such 
an extent that during the second half of the 
year supplies of this substitute have probably 
exceeded the genuine. Such substitution is not 
necessarily fraudulent, as there is a large de- 
mand for long buchu by those who prefer it to 
.the official variety. It may well be that the 
reason that it is not generally preferred is 
that the great majority of prescribers are either 
ignorant or utterly unconcerned as to the dis- 
tinetions and differences between the two. In 
any case the therapeutic differences are insig- 
nificant and the deletion of long buchu was 
undoubtedly an error. Its restoration to official 
recognition would greatly relieve the commer- 





cial situation without detriment, even if not 
with positive advantage to therapeutics. While 
it is true that some long buchu is used by 


preference, almost all of it goes into consump- 
tion as buchu, its supply being thus fraudulent. 
In all cases the Federal authorities deny it 
admission as ‘“‘buchu,’’ but by changing the 
mark to ‘‘long buchu’’ the inspector may allow 
it to enter. In practically all cases the name 
‘“‘buchu’’ is restored before the article enters 
consumption. State and city administrations, 
so far as I know, have in no instance sought 
to check this illegal procedure. It is the 
custom to mix a larger quantity of stems with 
long buchu than with short buchu. Eight or 
10 per cent. is searcely objectionable, but 10 
to 15 per cent. is common and 15 to 25 per 
cent. not infrequent, In the case of long buchu 
the introduction of as large an amount of stem 
as could possibly be palmed off has been the 
rule. This is instructive, as indicating the 
greater readiness to adulterate an article which 
is deprived of the protection of the Pharmaco- 
poeia. In many cases the stems have been 
chopped up to resemble coarse sand in appear- 
ance, before being added, and in some cases 
coarse sand has also heen added with the 
stems. Here again the drug is excluded from 
importation under the mere name, but the 
strict wording of the law compels its admission 
if the words ‘‘with stems’’ are added, although 
these qualifying words are uniformly elim- 
inated before the drug goes to the consumer 
and the States are culpably indifferent to the 
fraud. Fifty per cent. of stems (more has fre- 
quently been found) means a reduction of 
nearly one-half in the medicinal value of a 
preparation made from the drug. In one in- 
stance the foreign shipper powdered the buchu 
before shipping it, with the evident intention 
of making it impossible to determine the pres- 
ence of the stems in it. I reported 23 per cent. 
The importer was granted permission to sift out 
the stems and obtained about 27 per cent. The 
admission of long buchu to the Pharmacopeia, 
and its strict regulation are loudly called for 
by the conditions described, 

Cubeb.—The official standards for this article 
should be carefully revised, after a thorough 
investigation of the relative values of the dif 
ferent forms of the drug. The definition calls 
for the ‘‘unripe, but fully grown, fruit.’’ but 
there are the best of reasons for believing that 
the fruits when not more than half grown are 
far richer in active constituents than when 
fully grown. Certainly the percentage of oil is 
then very much greater. Refore the official 
definition can be revised intelligently, the rela- 


tive percentage of all the other constituents 
should be carefully investigated, and if the 


present indications should be thus verified 
words “but fully grown" should be deleted. 

Digitalis.—Increasing doubt is being cast upon 
the claim that a second year leaf is in any way 
superior to that of the first year. It is not the 
province of a pharmacognosist to pass upon 
such a question, and it is greatly to be re- 
eretted that pharmacologists do not determine 
the case, so that we may know how to act in 
regard to it There is, moreover, grave doubts 
as to whether the pharmacologists are on the 
right track in their tests. Their idea seems 
to be that the therapeutical value of this drug 
varies directly with its toxie power upon the 
animals experimented upon, Now the object 
ef administering digitalis therapeutically is not 
to kill the patient. and there is no little reason 
to helieve that the therapeutical constituent 
is not the one that kills the cat. Furtherners 
the variation in its percentage may not corre 
spond at all with that in the percentage of th 
latter. 

Freot.—There has been considerable 
during the year from the offerings of ergot of 
poor quality. The importance of a drug of first 
auality is more important in the case of errot 
than of most drugs, and its auality is exceed 
ingly sensitive to changes which result in onlv 
slight differences in appearances and physical 
properties. Considering that there is no chem 
ical standard for this drug, it thus frequent! 
happens that an importation which demant« 
rejection on therapeutical grounds will apnesr 
satisfactory to the ordinary observer, that 
a controversy will arise. 

Frangula.—A spurious bark, apparently a 
species of rhamnus, has heen found mixed in 
considerable quantitv with frangula, and should 
be carefully watched for bv dealers. The herk 
in quills of the same size, is much thicker than 
that of frangula. It is rougher on the surface 
of a more dull gray, has a shorter fracture, 
but the resemblance to frangula in some of its 
forms is rather close. 

Insect Powder.—Considerable quantities of in- 
sect flower stems continue to arrive. It seems 
impossible that they could be used for any 


the 


trouble 


so 
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other purpose than that of substituting or adul- 
terating insect flower. Our histological phar- 
macognosists have published such descriptions 
and illustrations of powders adulterated in this 
way, that no one who hag had even an elemen- 
tary training in the use of the microscope 
should be at a loss to detect the fraud. 
Origanum.—The experiences this year with 
the different species of origanum have been 
most interesting. It has been a revelation to 
me to find that there are quite a number of 
species of this genus which pvssess a strong 
odor and taste of thymol and which undoubt- 
edly contain a considerable quantity of that 








substance, This renders them wholly unlike 
origanum majoranum and origanum vulgare. 
The medicinal relations of these substitutes 





are almost nil, but they are considerably im- 
ported for use by our Italian citizens as a con- 
diment and are very frequently imported under 
the name of thyme, 

Saffron, Valencia,—Five years ago it was 
almost impossible to encounter an importation 
of this drug which was genuine and of proper 
quality. Numerous substances other than saf- 
fron were doctored up so as to resemble it. 
Petals and stamens of saffron flowers were in- 


cluded with the stigmas, frequently to the 
extent of 25 per cent. or more. Genuine saffron 
was coated and weighted with heavy adul- 


terants, or was soaked in oil to increase its 
weight. An excessive amount of moisture was 
frequently present. In view-of the very great 
value of this article commercially, the money 
loss entailed in these ways in the course of the 
year reached an enormous figure. It is safe to 
say that at the present time it is as rare an 
occurrence to see an importation of saffron that 
is defective in any way as it used to be to see 






a perfect one. I think the money saving in 
this one article alone will more than pay the 
entire costs of the enforcement of the Pure 
Food and Drugs law at the port of New York. 

Salvia.—It is apparent that much of the 
‘“‘sage’’ that is imported, especially around 
Thanksgiving time, consists of the salvia 
triloba and other very similar species. These 


all have an odor and flavor closely resembling 
those of the official article, though differing 
considerably in strength. It may be that they 
are mere varieties of salvia officinalis and 
might properly be officially included with it. 
Nevertheless, the question should be thoroughly 
studied and the proper status of these substi- 
tutes be definitely fixed, 

Scammony.—It has been boldly claimed, by 
those who ought to know better, that prac- 
tically all the scammony on the market is ex- 
tracted from the dried root of the false or 
Mexican scammony. While it is true that most 
of the scammony on the market, perhaps one 
should say practically all of it, violates the 
United States Pharmacopeia requirements in 
‘having been extracted from the dried instead 
of the living root of scammony, the amount of 
that coming from Mexican scammony, although 
large, does not predominate. 

Senna.—The sale of broken senna as ‘‘Senna 
U. S. P.”’ has been very properly authorized 
by the government, but that of senna siftings, 
containing large amounts of sand and other 
foreign matter, hag caused great trouble. Here 
again the efforts of the Federal Government 
are doubtless neutralized in most cases by the 
neglect of the States to carry out the taboo. 


Tragacanth has been a bone of fierce con- 
tention during the year, two fraudulent prac- 
tices, which must be separately discussed, 


having been commonly indulged in, namely, the 
sale of India gum in place of or mixed with 
tragacanth and the sale of a grade of traga- 
canth which does not meet the official standard. 
India gum is any gum, of either an acacia or 
tragacanth type, collected in India. The va- 
rieties are numerous and of very variable char- 


acter. All of the tragacanth type are more or 
less dark colored with adhering fragments of 
bark. All are deficient in adhesiveness and 


other properties of tragacanth, one having no 
adhesive power whatever. They are very cheap 
and their substitution has been a very highly 
profitable form of fraud. All possess important 


uses in the arts, and their exclusion, when 
truly tamed, is entirely unjustifiable. All, 
too, may lose their true names and go into 


use as tragacanth, the States paying not the 
slightest attention to the fraud. The descrip- 
tion of the Pharmacopeeia is ample to distin- 
guish the article in the entire State, but useless 
when it is powdered. Since the law says that 
articles must conform to the standards of the 
Pharmacopeia as determined by the tests laid 
down therein, an opportunity exists for substi- 
tution, even though tests not included in the 
Pharmacopeia may be conclusive, as in fact 
they are. In the Federal district of New York 
the procedure of the courts has mostly been 
such as to result in the high encouragement of 
the violators of the food and drugs act. Al- 
though there have been some commendable ex- 
ceptions, there has also been much seen of the 
evil of false testimony of experts. In one 
case the importer admitted to the Federal au- 
thorities that his tragacanth contained a large 
admixture of India gum, but afterward decided 
to contest the case. He had not the slightest 
difficulty in finding experts willing to swear 
that they had applied the tests and found the 
article pure. The tests then being applied in 
court, one of the witnesses who was present 
refrained from looking on, explaining after the 


trial that he might be compelled to testifv to 
what he saw if he looked at the tests, which 
would invalidate his previous testimony. There 


is a manifest serious weakness in the law that 
makes no provision for the evidence of tests 
discovered in the intervals between the publi- 
cations of the Pharmacopoeia, Moreover, now 
that the Pharmacopeeia is the legal standard, 
it must be far more careful of both the ac- 
curary and sufficiency of its tests than it has 
heretofore been. Unfortunately, there is little 
hope of such a result. The removal of the pub- 
lication of the book from the Committee of Re- 


vision to a hoard of trustees has introduced 
deterring factors into the method of revision 
which are far removed from promoting the 


efficiency of the work and 
fatal to it. Concerning the supply of a lower 
grade of genuine tragacanth than the Phar- 
macopeia specifies IT am compelled to express 
my sympathy with the offenders, except as to 
the technical matter of violating the law. The 
restriction of the United States Pharmacopce'a 
to a number one tragacanth (and the same is 
true of acacia) would seem to be purely fanci- 


are likely to prove 


ful and uneconomical. Asecond, third and 
even fourth grade of these gums, when pow- 
dered, can scarcely be distinguished from a 


number one, certainly not unless a number one 
sample is placed beside it for comparison. The 
writer is not convinced that any medicinal or 
pharmaceutical use for a number one acacia or 
tragacanth cannot be satisfactorily met by one 
of the other grades mentioned. This opinion 
being firmly held by dealers and users, makes it 
extremely difficult to prevent them from sub- 
stituting such grades and this is certain to be 
done after powdering, since detection is then 
impossible. 

Triticum.—A_ single shipment of a_ grass 
rhizome somewhat resembling triticum, but to- 
tally distinct therefrom, has been offered ani 
rejected under this name. 

Wmbelifferous Cremocarps, 


Caraway, Anise, 


Fennel, ete.—This class of official fruits is ex- 
tremely liable to contamination with large 
amounts of stems, gravel, sand, dust, weed 


seeds and other impurities, but the indications 
of quality thus resulting are very deceptive 
Sometimes the anpearance of foreign tissue w'll 
be such as to give the impression of an article 
of very low grade, yet separation of the light 
chaff and stem fragments will show the 
centage of the latter to be insignificant, while 
at other times a very fair looking article will 
be found to contain a serious admixture of 
heavy and perhaps Inert impurities. 
Uva Ursi.—The production of cut

Rapid Growth of Soap Industry. 


Washington, Nov. 1i, 1911. 


A preliminary statement of the general 
results of the thirteenth census of es- 
tablishments engaged in the manufacture 
ol soap has just been issued by Census 
Director Durand. ‘the summuries give the 
general figures for 1904 and 1909, and com- 
pare the principal products by kind and 
quantity. The report was prepared under 
the direction of William M. Steuart, chiet 
statistician for manufactures, bureau ol 
the Census, 

The general summary shows increases 
in all the items at the census of 19, as 
compared with that for 1904, except in 
number of establishments, which de- 
creased from 436 to 420, or 4 per cent. 

The capital invested increased 31 per 
cent.; the gross value of products, 63 per 
cent.; cost of materials, 65 per cent.; value 
added by manutacture, 59 per cent.; aver- 
age number of wage earners employed 
during the year, 18 per cent.; amount paid 
for wages, 31 per cent.; number of salaried 
officials and clerks, 66 per cent.; amount 
paid in saiaries, 57 per cent.; miscella- 
neous expenses, 40 per cent.; primary 
horsepower, 40 per cent. 

The capital invested as reported in 1909 
was $71,951,000, a gain of $17,185,000, o1 
31 per cent., over $54,816,000 in 1904. The 
average capital per establishment was ap- 
proximately $171,000 in 1909 and $126,000 in 
1904. 

The value of products was $111,358,000 in 
1909 and $68,275,000 in 1904, an increase of 
$43,083,000, or 63 per cent. The average per 
estabiishment was approximately $265,000 
in 1909 and $157,000 in 1904. 

The cost of materials used was $72,179,- 
000 in 1909, as against $43,626,000 in 144, an 
increase of $28,553,000, or 65 per cent,

Tip as to Oil Fields.

be United States Geological Survey has 
given out am advance stutement based on 
xeologic tield work just completed in co- 
operation with the — Lilinois Geological 
Survey. The purpose of this “‘tip’’ to the 
oil men and land owners is to divert ran- 
aom “wildcatting’’ trom  unpromising 
territory to exploration in areas whose 
rock structure and other geologic factors 
hold out greater promise for the occur- 
rence of vil pools. The statement Is 48 
1ollows:— 

Discovery of the Carlyle (IIl.) oil field last 
spring and the intense excitement attending it 
have aroused great interest in oil and gas pros- 
pecting throughout the southwestern part ol 
the State. An oil boom can be compared only 
to a gold rush. There is a mad scramble for 
claims or leases, and many things are done by 
sensible men which later appear wild and fool 
ish. Stories of happenings at Carlyle, in the 
spring of 1911, will long be told by those who 
were present and felt the fever in their veins, 
The extreme means used to persuade and coerce 
land owners, the wild speculation in leases, the 
losses and gains of thousands of dollars and 
the consequent demoralization of all other lines 
of business made impressions which will not 
soon be forgotten. Many seasoned oil operators 
paid fabulous price ten, twenty and even 
thirty thousand dollars each—for on 
farms several miles from the nearest well, and 
most such farms were found to have no oil 
under them. 

Much money is even yet being spent in ran- 
dom drilling, or ‘‘wildcatting,’’ far away from 
the producing territory; but most of such wells 
are unproductive and the money spent in get- 
ting the leases and in sinking the wells is lost. 
No one, not even a geologist, can tell where oil 
and gas pools exist before the drill is put 
down; but the geologist can without question, 
after making a careful examination of the ter 
ritory, sort it out into favorable and unfavor- 
able districts Indeed, before oil had been 
found at Carlyle the district was pointed out 
by the Illinois Geological Survey ‘ag a promis- 
ing place for the accumulation of oil and gas 

In the summer just past 5. W. Shaw 
of the United utes Geological Survey, 
has been making a detailed study of a 
large part of Clinton, Washington and St. 
Clair counties and has discovered several 
districts in addition to that at Carlyle, 
in which at least the structure of the 
rocks is such #s to favor the accumula- 
tion of oil and gas, whereas the _ re- 
mainder of the territory probably con- 
tains nething but salt water. <A_ report 
of this work will be published just as 
soon as possible by the Illinois Geological 
Survey, with which the United States 
Geological Survey co-operates, and it is 
hoped that it will be ready for distribu- 
tion by the spring of 1912. At present the 
results of this survey have not yet been 
fully determined; that will take many 
weeks of study, but in order to place 
within reach of interested parties such as 
is now presentable—information which it 
is heped will enable the operators to 
avoid unpromising territory—the more 
likely places are enumerated below:— 

In Southern Illinois the sources of geologic 
information are chiefly rock exposures and well 
records,, but to a small extent also the sur- 
face features Although the layers of the rock 
are nowhere exactly paralleled and they vary 
considerably in thickness, vet they are every- 
where approximately parallel and the lay of 
the beds far below the surface can be inferred 
by working out, from rock outcrops and well 
records, the lay of beds at or near the service. 
With regard to the character of the rocks far 
below the surface much can be learned by 
studying these rocks in areas where they out- 
crop at the surface Information on salt water 
bodies comes almost entirely from deep wells 
and hence is wanting until such wells are sunk 

By the methods suggested in the preceding 
paragraph the following places have been se 
lected as worthy of being tested for oil and 
gas:— 

The vicinity of Darmstadt, northeast of 
Lenzburg. About Marissa and extending for 
several miles toward Oakdale Between Nash 
ville and Addieville. The vicinity of Hoffman. 
Between Mascourtah and Okwaville. DRetween 
Trenton and Breese. In a belt extending from 
a few miles north to a few miles south of 
O'Fallon. The central part of Trishtown town 
ship northeast of Carlyle. One to three miles 
northeast of Bartelso. 

A more exact statement of positions and 
limits of the likely districts must await further 
study. It is not to be assumed that all of 
these districts mentioned contains pools of oil 
or gas, but only that conditions seem to be 
much more favorable than in surrounding ter- 


ritory.

Big Growth of Soya Bean Industry. 
RAPID DEVELOPMENT INTO ONE OF THE 
PRINCIPAL INDUSTRIES OF MAN 
CHURIA—USED TO MANUFACTURE A 
CONDIMENT. 
Washington, Nov. 17, 1911. 

Very interesting and comprehensive re- 
ports regarding the Manchurian trade and 
commerce have been received by the 
Bureau of Manufactures from New- 
chwang and Mukden. Consul William P. 
Kent, writing from Newchwang, gives 
the following information as to the soya 
beals and its products in that district:— 

The soya bean and its products continue to 
grow in importance throughout Manchuria and 
to furnish the principal articles of commercial 
activity at Newchwang. When it is recalled how 
recently the goya bean and its extensive uses 
have come to the knowledge of the commercial 
world and how rapidly it has taken its place 
as an article of commerce, it must be regarded 
as a marvel of agricultural transformation, 
comparable alone in modern times to the dis- 
covery of Indian corn, tobacco and the potato, 
The average price for 1910, of beans, bean cake 
and bean oil, laid down at Newchwang, was:- 
Beans, $4.90 per 400 pounds; bean cake, $5.55 
per 687 pounds; bean oil, $5.75 per 1 
pounds. 

One of the by-products of the soya bean 
whose manufacture is increasing is soy sauce, 
a condiment much used in Japan and other 
parts of the East. The Japanese established a 
factory at Newchwang in 1903 for the manu- 
facture of svy, starting with a small capital. 
it has been so successfully conducted that from 
the profits earned the plant is being enlarged to 
the extent of an expenditure of $30,000. Some 
prominent Chinese capitalists from the south of 
China propose to erect two additional factories 
at Newchwang during the coming season, 

The most important and profitable adjunct of 
the bean trade is bean milling, and during the 
1909-10 season great progress was made in the 
substitution of modern machinery for the old 
type of press, in which a system of wooden 
wedges was used. Up to December, 1910, the 
number of bean mills in operation in New- 
chwang was as follows:—Seven steam mills 
with an average capacity of 5,000,000 pieces of 
bean cake and 21,000,000 catties—catty equals 
one and one-half pounds—of oil per annum; 
seven smaller ones with an average annual ca- 
pacity of 1,800,000 pieces of cake and 7,900,000 
catties of oil; three others with an average. an- 
nual output of 300,000 pieces of cake and 
1,300.000 catties of oil. One of the steam mills 
employs hydraulic power on the mold presse 
all the others utilize steam and oil engines sim- 
ply to crush the beans preparatory to their be- 
ing placed in the molds, which are worked by 
hand on a cog and screw system. What is de 
sired is a machine similar to a cottonseed press, 
meeting certain requirements peculiar to the 
bean, 

Material decreases occurred in the 1%10 bean, 
bean oil and bean cake shipments through th 
Newchwang customs. Beans were exported to 
Japan, Hong Kong and Samarang; bean oil to 
Japan, the United Kingdom, Samarang and 
Jelgium, while Japan imported all the bean 
cake not consumed domestically. 

Consul-General Fred D,. Fisher, located 
at Mukden, states that the total import 
and export trade of Manchuria for 1910, 
as shown by the maritime and native ci 
toms returns, amounted to = $109,830,70 
United States currency, 4s compsxred with 
$102,060,117 for 1909. The exports were 
valued at $56,160,5. of which products 
worth $36,361,811 went to foreign countries 
and $19,798,717 to Chinese ports. Regard- 
ing the soya bean exportations, Consul 
Fisher says 

Of the total bean exportation during 1910 
about 350,000 tons went to Europe, as compared 
with 417,000 tons in 1909. This decrease was 
probably due to the abundant supply of Indian 
cottonseed for that year. There was, however, 
an enormous increase in the export of oil to 
Europe. While the average price of beans per 
ton at Changchun during 1910—about $14.50 
United States currency—was somewhat under 
that of 1909—about $15.50—-the farmers no doubt 
realized handsome profits on their crops. With 
regard to the foreign bean buyers, however, the 
year was not so successful, as many lost heav 
ily through failure to secure deliveries under 
contract and other causes. 

As beans and bean products are the principal 
items of export from Manchuria, and one of the 
chief sources from which the majority of the 
Chinese agricultural population derived its 
ready cash, the production and the state of the 
market of these commodities are very important 
factors in the purchasing power of the people 
of this district. A comparison of the export 
of Manchuria soya beans and bean products fer 
1909 and 1910 through the three principal chan 
nels is as follows:

producers’ Stand in Pipe Line Hear- 


ings Disappointing. 


Independence, Kan., Nov. 13, 1911. 


A prominent producer who has returned from 
Washington gives a very interesting interview 
on the unexpected turn the recent investiga- 
tions of the Department of the Interior and the 
{nterstate Commerce Commission made of oil 
and pipe line conditions in Oklahoma. He 
nad a talk with one of the government repre- 
sentatives who said to him that the depart- 
ment felt very much disappointed by the show- 
ing made by the producers, going so far as to 
say that the great trouble with the producers 
jg that they fail at crucial moments to ‘‘sus- 
tain themselves.’’ For instance, he said the 
investigating committee was completely non- 
plussed by one producer who had on a num- 
ber of occasions appeared at Washington and 
complained of the conditions in the field, and 
who had lodged complaint of certain pipe lines 
and rules, but who, when placed on the wit 
ness stand at Tulsa, completely backed down 
and gave statements directly to the contrary. 
He further stated that another producer has 
made positive statements to the department, 
put when the committee questioned him out 
here in the fleld he directly reversed himself. 


“What can we do under such conditions?’’ 
asked the department official. ‘‘Of all the men 
we examined not a single one who had ever 
appeared before us gave us anything to sup- 
port the contentions made, Just one man stood 
up and offered any real, vital testimony and 
he was an entirely new factor in the investiga- 
tion.”’ 

The producer came back from Washington 
sick at heart. ‘‘We can’t do anything under 
such conditions,’’ he stated. Discussing the 
investigations he said:—‘‘The predominant point 
in the hearing and the investigation of the 
pipe line rates by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the feature that was empha- 
sized before the committee was the absolute 
preparedness and the cohesive tactics of the 
pipe line companies, indicating a premeditated 
and exhaustive plan to shape the results of the 


investigations, contrasted with the pitiably 
weak, halting and unstudied preparedness of 
the producers, illustrating more and more 
strongly how incompetent they are in their 


disorganized condition as individuals to cope 
even in a small way with the bigger inter- 


ests.’’ 
The producer said there was probably not 


another class of men in the world with such 








vast interests at stake, who really give so 
ittle heed to their welfare and who stand 
so little together. ‘‘The hearing was a mock- 
ery in the way of developing anything of a 
definite nature on which to hand the remotest 
suspicion of legislation to better the condition 
ot the producer, unless the very weakness of 
the oil man, so sadly apparent, might strike 
home forcibly enough to plead for him, which 
is hardly likely,’’ he went on to say. ‘‘One 
of the pipe line officials at Tulsa said the 
pipe line business was a gamble, pure and 
simple, as against the railroad business being 
a sure thing game. Results in this field, as 
a whole, show this statement to be preposter- 
ous. Can this pipe line man point to one of 
our pipe lines as an individual company being 
a failure? The pipe line business is not a 
gamble, and that the production of oil would 
lose a very large degree of its gambling fea- 
ture if the producers would conduct the pro- 
duction of oil as a business and dispose of 
their oil only at a profit. The pipe line man 
plays a sure game, The producer never does. 

‘“‘Take the matter of developing production. 
The producer will jump in and create a vast 
output of oil when he knows of a certainty 
that he cannot command a price sufficient 
to pay him for doing so, and it is only a 
question of time until he must sell his prop- 
erty to the pipe line company, which has 
means of marketing all its oil. 

“To bring the question home, let me ask 
with about how much capital the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company started in this field? They 
will tell you about $2,500,000, and only about 


four years ago at that. Then inquire what 
the properties stand them to-day; they will 
te]l you about $2,500,000. And yet they have 


been constantly developing and acquiring pro- 
ducing properties until their value to-day is 
not one cent less than §$7,000,000—even from 
the standpoint of the present price of oil. 
How was this brought about except by the 
fact that they had a ready market at ail 
times for their production. Then why say 
that the pipe line business is a gamble? 

“If the producer is content to sit down and 
not exert himself, the pipe line companies will 
continue to purchase his oil and give him their 
price for it. The pipe line companies will not 
pay a cent more for the oil than they are 
compelled to pay. What the producer wants 
is for the pipe line companies to transport 
his oil on the same basis they transport their 
own oil, and then he wants to get out and 
create his own market, find his own purchaser 
and see how quickly the price of crude will 
advance.”’ 


All that this producer says will probably 
be admitted by every pine line man, but 
every pipe line manager knows the oil pro- 
ducer will not do what he knows to be for his 
best interest. During the last eight years the 
writer has again and again been asked by 
the pipe line companies to urge the producers 
to cease drilling while they caught up with 
their pipe line facilities, but driling went on 
with even greater activity. Pipe line men 
freely admit that the producers could control 
the situation, but they also know they will 
not do it. Pipe line men insist that the 
price of oil is controlled by the law of supply 
and demand, and many times in their different

The general market has failed to de- 
yelop any suggestion of activity and 
expressions of light trading have been 
the rule of the week.

More 
confident buying was noted in Japan 
refined camphor for shipment. Short 
buchu was under much better control, 
the lower figures of the former week 
being withdrawn. Cartagena ipecac 
retains a firm position and sales were 
reported at an advance. Culvers-root 
is tending higher, primary supplies be- 
ing at an extremely low level. Mexi- 
can sarsaparilla is rather firmer, 
while spikenard root is lower, reflect- 
ing the influence of primary condi- 
tions.

Cable advices 
in the local trade reported continued 
‘drought in the growing districts, 
threatening the fall sowings, A revised 
estimate of the current crop, based on 
receipts at the three principal distribu- 
ting points in Turkey, indicates a lower 
total—2,450 cases, which, with holdover 
stocks of 2,000 cases, leave a deficiency 
of at least 1,000 cases for the world’s 
annual consuming requirements, which, 
on a conservative reckoning, average 
5,500 cases. The stock of opium in bond 
at the local port continues compara- 
tively heavy, amounting at the close 
of October to 55,529 pounds, about 326 
cases, valued at $247,050, an average of 
$4.47 per pound. At the corresponding 
time last year the bonded opium 
reached 16,450 pounds, about 103 cases, 
valued at $60,415, an average of $3.67 
per pound.

The bark auction yesterday consisted of 9,991 
bales and 742 cases, or about 941,911 kilos of 
Java cinchona bark, containing 59,267 kilos of 
quinine. Of this quantity 828,205 kilos were 
of manufacturing bark, with 55,297 kilos of 
quinine, and 113,706 kilos were of druggists’ 
bark, with 3,970 kilos of quinine, The aver- 
age percentage of the manufacturing bark was 
6.68, as against 6.81 at the previous sale and 
against 6.48 as the average for 1910. 

According to the kinds, the participation was 
as follows, amount being in kilos:—Ledgeriana, 
712,994; succirubra, 113,046; robusta, 3,740; 
hybrids and other kinds, 112,131. There were 
171,845 kilos of root bark. Of the total 76,276 
kilos were government and 865,635 were private 
bark. 

The tone of the auction was quiet. Of the 
59,267 kilos of quinine offered 49,692 kilos or 
about 84 per cent., were sold at an average 
unit of 3.07 Dutch cents, against 3.12 cents at 
the previous auction. 

The auctions for 1912 are scheduled

with the market in relatively light 
supply of both varieties.

A 42.50 franc 
per kilo unit was named for thirds 
and ordinary, and the’ conditions 
abroad are not regarded as conducive 
to more advantageous terms for Bour- 
bons of the current crop on the French 
markets. The arrival of November 15 
at Marseilles amounted to 160 cases, 
or materially below the two previous 
importations.

The 
early cuts, usually made from wind- 
falls and undeveloped beans, are like- 
ly to prove of much less desirable 
quality than those of later shipments, 
but the first lots will be welcomed 
as tending to relieve a_ tightening 
stringency. Curers in Mexico are re- 
ported to be still paying sharp ad- 
vances over prices at the correspond- 
ing period of last season. While no 
material variation in the extent of the 
new Mexican crop from the previous 
outturn is expected, the approaching 
yield is generally’ counted upon as of 
a better quality, and the present out- 
look is that it will be in the hands of 
curers by Christmas or about a month 
earlier than usual.

The svap-makers 
are experiencing a good seasonable 
demand, and this with the low price of 
cotton oil has kept production on a 
profitable basis.

Norway as a Chemical Market. 
COUNTRY AT PRESENT A LESS FAVOR- 
ABLE FIELD THAN SISTER COUN- 


TRIES, BUT GIVES PROMISE OF DE- 


VELOPMENT. 
Washington, Nov. 17, 1911. 

The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, through the Bureau of Manufactures, 
will make public in a few days a vers 
interesting report from Consul Thomas N. 
Nerton regarding the chemical industrics 
of Norway. As a market for American 
chemicals, Norway offers less of a field 
than the neighboring Scandinavian Stites, 
on account of the limited extent to 


which many industries consuming such 
products are developed at present. How 
ever, Norway bids fair to develop into 


an industrial State of considerable im- 
portance, and the chemical industries are 
the ones coming most prominently to the 
fore in the movement. The advance dur- 
ing the decade ending 1908 in chemical 
industries amounted to 333 per cent. 

The following facts, as furnished by Mr. 
Norton in this report, regarding the im- 
portation of heavy chemicals, utilization 
of kelp, the manufacture of oxalie acid, 
ete., will be of much interest to readers 
of the Reporter:— 

In regard to most chemical products Norway 
is still largely dependent upon other countries.

Apart form her electrochemical industries 
there is a fair development of the manufacture 
of matches, cellulose, fertilizers, oils, candlés 
iodine and oxalic acid. The heavy chemicals 
are imported chiefly from Germany and Great 
Britain. Sulphuric acid is manutactureq 
cheaply, as the Norwegian pyrites is of excel. 
lent quality and is shipped in large quanuueg 
to other countries. The product of the three 
acid works in active operation is used chiefly 
for the manufacture of superphosphate and jg 
inadequate to cover the needs of domestic jn. 
dustry. There is an annual import, valued at 
$43,000. Five small establishments furnish 
washing soda, in crystals, but the main Supply 
of soda ash, caustic soda, Glauber’s salt and 
bleaching powder is secured from Germany ang 
elsewhere, as the ceuntry is dependent upon 
importel salt. 

‘The utilization of kelp as a source of iodine 
and potash salts continues to be a prominent 
industry on the shores of Norway. As in the 
case of Scotiand, Normandy and Japan condi. 
tions seem to enable this time-honored branch 
to still maintain the competition with Chile 
iodine. In view of the exhaustion, within qa 
measurable time, of the Chile nitrate deposits 
it is well that the kelp industry is kept alive, 
and that studies are made to perfect its proc- 
esses. There are nine establishments along 
the Norwegian coast occupied with this branch, 
ported in 1910 iodine to the value of $53,000 
Besides supplying the home demand, they ex. 
and 2,318 metric tons of kelp ash, valued at 
$64,000 (metric ton equals 2,204.6 pounds), 
Less is done in Norway than in Scotland to 
extract in a commercial form potash salts 
from this ash, although all of the kelp works 
furnish potash fertilizers. There is, however, 
a process in use for extracting from the kelp, 
before incineration, a highly mucilaginous supb- 
stance that is a combination of potash with an 
acid present in seaweed. It is used to some 
extent in finishing textiles and is brought into 
commerce under the name of ‘‘norgine."’ 

In another field Norway has shown her abil- 
ity to develop an industry, fitting in well with 
her enormous lumber interests, and that is in 
the manufacture of oxalic acid. It is a source 
of wonder that no attempt has yet been made 
to organize this branch of manufacture in the 
vicinity of some of the great American lumber 
centers, where sawdust, the primary raw ma- 
terial, is without value except as fuel. The 
United States buys annually oxalic acid from 
Norway to the value of $43,000 and from Ger. 
many to the value of $65,000. The American 
market should not be dependent upon Euro- 
pean manufacturers for a chemical the prep- 
aration of which is so comparatively simple, 

One large lumber firm at Frederiksstad car- 
ries on very successfully the manufacture of 
oxalic acid. It is made by fusing sawdust 
with a mixture of the caustic alkalies. Sodium 
oxalate is separated by crystallization from 
the solution of the fused product and trans- 
formed into calcium oxalate by treatment with 
milk of lime. The pure acid is secured from 
the calcium salt by the usual treatment with 
sulphuric acid. The export of oxalic acid, 
amounting to $37,000 in 1910, goes chiefly to 
the United States. 


The exports to the United States from 
Norway, according to figures furnished 
by Mr. Norton, are comparatively limited, 
the value of calcium carbide for 1909 be- 
ing $8,000; codliver and other fish oils, 
$97,000; fertilizers, $29,000; oxalic acid, 
$13,000, and chemicals, | $1,217,200. 

Norway’s imports from. the _ United 
States for 1909 were valued at $5,799,000. 
They included:—Blacking, $700; coal, 
$26,000; chemicals, drugs, dyes and medi- 
cines, $7,500; soap stock, $8,000; mineral 
oils, $899,000; cottonseed oil, $242,000, and 
paraffin, $500. 

Regarding the fish oils and by-products, 
superphosphates and the electro-chemical 
industries of Norway, Mr. Norton has the 
following to say:— 


The vast fisheries of Norway furnish a large 
portion of the country’s contribution to inter- 
national trade. Fish oils are an important 
item. Sixty establishments are concerned with 
the various products, chiefly those derived 
from the seal, whale, herring and cod. The 
total annual export of fish oils ranges from 
4,000,600 to 4,500,000 gallons. In 1910 the 
exports of codliver oil for medicinal use 
reached 1,453,000 gallons. 

An important item in the full utilization of 
the products of the fisheries is the extensive 
manufacture of fish guano, fish bone meal, 
powdered whale flesh and powdered herring 
and other fish. A large number of firms are 
engaged in this branch. Not only are the 
needs of Norwegian agriculture fully met, but 
there is a large surplus for exportation. The 
value of exports in 1910 was about $650,000. 

There are three factories making superphos- 
phate, and the import from abroad amounts to 
but $59,000 per annum. Norway is one of the 
few countries possessing ample deposits of 
apatite. The annual output covers the domes- 
tie needs, and there is a small export. Nor- 
wegian agriculturists, however, use large quan- 
tities of Thomas slag, and the supply is met 
almost entirely by foreign importation, The 
annual value is $224,000. 

It is in the recent establishment of electro- 
chemical industries upon a grand scale that 
Norway has disclosed her latent power as & 
coming factor in the field of applied chemistry. 
The vast, hitherto almost neglected, water 
power is now being harnessed, one factory after 
another is coming into existence, and soon the 
kingdom will present a remarkable exhibit of 
varied chemical industries contributing largely 
to the world’s markets and enriching rapidly 
the land. 

This change began in 1899, when the first 
ealecium carbide factory was built. Their num- 


ber has steadily increased until now theré 
are seven works in operation. 
In 1905 the first air-nitrate works began 


operation. Now a second on a much larger 
scale is about to open, and others are planned. 
In addition, there is a factory for cyanamide, 
one for sodium, one for aluminum, one for 
nickel, one for ferrosilicon and one for electro- 
steel. There are also several smaller expert- 
mental plants. The products of these factories 
exported in 1910 had the following values:— 
Calcium carbide, $1,627,000; calcium cyana- 
mide, $184,000; calcium nitrate, $507,000; so- 
dium nitrate, $58,000; sodium nitrite. $309,000; 
aluminum, $437,000; sodium, $63,000 ferro- 
silicon, $192,000; total, $3,377,000. 

The exported products in the above categories 
were valued in 1909 at $2,717,000. The annual 
increase at present in the value of electro- 
chemical products, as far as they can be 
measured by export statistics, is thus $660,000,

Detailed comment on the local market

Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Sul- 
phate of ammonia has been in fair de- 
mand, and trading was satisfactory 
considering the fact that supplies are 
not large.
